3. • Summary of the Evidence : 


a. For t he Prosecutinn 


As to Specification 1 (ishigawa) : While Major Houston 
S. Farris-was confined in the hospital with amoebic dysentery, he-was 
kicked on the shins by the accused. On another occasion, after the 
theft of some food by a P^W, Farris was cne in a group of"five offic¬ 
ers slapped by Ishizawa. This lasted about ten minutes each. Be¬ 
cause;, the barracks of the PO\/:s were untidy, Farris was slapped 
several times on the face by Ishizawa, When Major Farris didn*t 
salute Ishizawa fast enough, Ishizawa beat him wi th a stick. As a 
result of this beating, Farris w&s hospitalized for three weeks, 
Houston S, Farris, presently a Lieutenant Colonel, United States 
Army, states that he Was slapped in the face by Ishizawa when he 
(Farris; requested that ked Cross box^s be issued to- the prisoners 
of war, Farris made this request two or thred times a wedk, and on' 
each occasion he-Was slapped and kicked in the shins by Ishizawa, 

-.‘/hen Farris complained about Ishizawa 1 s placing Bed Cross blankets 
with Japanese blankets to make up a-shortage, during.an inspection, 
he was again slapped-in the face by Ishizawa (Ex 1, 2,.

As to Specification 8 (Ishizawa) ; The victim, Albert 
■ P, Herrera^ .-describes in.his affidavit how he received a.beating at 
the hands of Ishizawa, for not•saluting him (Ishizawa) quickly enough. 
This.beating lasted for‘approximately ten minutes (Ex 66 , 101). 

V : As to Specification 9 {Ishizawa ) i Edward.D, Wyatt, the 

■victim, states that he, with others, was beaten by the camp comrander 
because he had- dirtied his. clothes in the mines and because his hands 
were, .dirty;. On on*e occasion,' when Wyatt went to hi- for medical 
treatment for..a: mashed finger, he (ishizawa) gave him a. beating and 
no medical, treatment - (Ex I 23 ). 1 

As to' Specif lca~t Ion 10 (Ishizawa) : When Ah e alleged 
victim, ITolan L, Williams, made a mistake counting off in formation, 

. Ishizawa:slapped; him .with sufficient force to knock him to the ground 
(Ex Tlj). ■ r ' ' , - - ‘ 
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: . • As to Specif1 cation 11 (Ishizawa) s The.accused occa¬ 

sionally inspected the' barracks while the prisoners of war were as¬ 
leep, Finding - anything misplaced ho would; arouse all of the prison-', 
ers of war and force them to stand at attention while he "ranted’and 
raved", On other dccaeiona, when prisoners of war had not" correctly 
placed their; shoes* he would awaken them and then slap theiiu.-.At liOO 
a.m. om morning he entered the barracks, kicked over tables, upset 
beds, and struck Prisoner of War Parris about the head and face. He 
appeared drunkc After ordering Prisoner of War Lawrence to stand at 
attention, he '(brutally knocked him down several times with his 
fists". If a prisoner, of war did not stand at attention properly 
when Ishizawa came through the barracks at night, he (Ishizawa) would - 
beat him on the face. One night in July 1945, after a particularly, 
heavy bombing of Tokyo by the Americans, Ishizawa went through the 
three barracks with a club hitting.everyone within reach. Ho was 
drunk. This lata': visitation, in the barracks, occurred two or three' 
times a week (Ex 8, 11, 19,. 28-,’ 29',- 34, 38,' 57.,\61, 64, 76, 81, 92, 
102, 110, 118, 124). , 

As to Snecifloailcin. 12 (Ishizawa) ! The alleged victim, 
Tom S,. Chandler,' states that he "was slapped several times by Ishiza¬ 
wa because of inability to hear his orders". Chandler was partly 
deaf (Ex 27) 4 ' 

As to Specification 13 (Ishizawa-) ; Adrian Clyde David¬ 
son, the Alleged victim, states, that ho was struck several times 
with a cane' across the head and shoulders by Ishizawa, because he had 
not held his hands properly at his sides while standing at attention. 
This took place about the 1st of March 1945 (Ex 42). 

As to Specification 14 (Ishizawa) ; Tho alleged victim, 
John P. Donovan, in his affidavit states that Ishizawa beat him with 
the flat side of his sword because Ishizawa though he was well enough 
to work, whereas the American medical officer, thought he was not 
(Ex 47). . 

A 3 to Specification 15 (Ishizawa) ! On an occasion in 
March 1945, Ishizawa entered the bjigfcracks unnoticed by' Hangs, the 
alleged victim.' Whereupon, becaussuhe had not Saluted, Ishizawa 
struck him in the face with his, clenched fist with sufficient force 
to knock him.to the floor. .Wheh he nho.se, he was again struck in the 
face’ and at- the same time kicked in the shins. These blows again 
knocked him to the floor. When he .arose he was again struck and 
kicked wtUoh rendered him semi-unconscious. 


Again in July, whilS confined in the hospital.with 
amoebic dysentery, Ishizawa entered to take, rpll call, Hange, being 
ill and semi-unconscious, fallod to saluto, whereupon .Ishizawa pro¬ 
ceeded to kick him on tho ankles' and logs until thoy we re badly bruis¬ 
ed, As Hange '3 legs were already badly swollen and sore because of 
beri-berl, this attack was particularly painful. (Ex 63). 


• As to Specification 16 (Ishizawa) ? - (Seo Specification 

15, Ishizawa) (Ex 63). " ~ ' 


As to Specification'17 (Ishizawa) : In-his affidavit, 
Hettgar states that he-was beaten by Ishizawa; .with his.hands and 
fists, for moving while In ranks. The affiant states this heating 
took place in the latter part of May 1946, b.ut, this date is obviously 
an error as he was returned to the. United States from- overseas on - 
7 October 1945. Hettgar .states that he wa.s at Sendai Prisoner of ar 
Camp No. 3, of which Ishizawa was Commandant., from 28 January 19.45 
until 11 March 1945 and from 16 May 1945 until 3 September 1945. ft 
is thus indicated that the affiant was referring to May 1945 (Ex 671. 


As. to Specification 18 (Ishl2av;a) : Leslie F. Zimmerman, 
the allegod victim, states that on 4 Kay 1945 he was beaten by_lshi- 
.zawa for taking his eyes off him while saluting. On 11 July 1945, ne 
was again beaten and then kicked by Ishizawa when he did not get out 
of his bunk and salute when Ishizawa enteredPthh ib'ayU'ook6s*al-uEftl)J#ai6c/e84328/' 
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Prisoner of War John R, Boswell was a witness to this latter'heating, 
and kicking (Ex 13, 124) • .'._ f . * . ; • 

As to Specification 19 (Ishizawa) i (See Specification 
18, Ishizawa) (Ex' 124). ' — 1 ' ” 

As to Specification 80 (IstilzawaO ; Maurice P, Sehumaker, 
the alleged victim, states that somotime in March 1945, he and ten 
or twelve .fellow prisoners of lv/ar protested about being sent on a . 
coal and wood detail as they were all sick -and in no condition to 
work, Ishizawa overheard this protest and.started beating all of them 
with his fists. After about, five minutes he. stopped, and ordered this 
group of prisoners of war to stand facing each other. Ishizawa then 
ordered, them to slap each othor. This was not done to the satisfac¬ 
tion of Ishizawa, whereupottheand a Japanese named Koiwa beat them 
with their fists. One of the prisoners of war was knocked to the 
ground, ■'This beating lasted for about ton minutes after which this 
group of prisoners of war were made to stand at attention in the cold 
for about fifteen minutes. The prisoners of war had no shoes and the 
weather was extremely cold (Ex 111),. • 

As to Specification 21 (Ishizawa) ; .Sam i>. Flora, the- 
alleged victim in this specification, states that he was a member of 
a'work detail which was allowed to "count off" in English by their 
guard when they returned- to camp from the mine. Ishizawa, upon hear¬ 
ing this "counting off" in English, came out from an.adjoining build¬ 
ing" and hit each prisoner o‘f, war in this detail with a club about two 
feet long and two inches in diameter. He beat each prisoner of war 
until the prisoner of war fell to the,ground. Flora was hit upon the 
head and shoulders. On another occasion a supply-carrying detail, of 
which Flora was a member, was ordered to..stand at attention in tho 
snow until it was determined'who had stolon some- "moe-saw" (phonetic). 
After about one and one-half hour, a prisoner of war, Bragg, confessed 
and was thrown into the guardhouse. Whereupon the rest of the detail, 
instead of being released, were each slanped on tho face by Ishizawa 
and a -Japanese named Koiwa (Ex 52). 

As to Specification 22|j£lshizaw a)Frank Marshall Byrd 
states that on about 3 August 1945 H# was caught by-corporal of the 
guard Akai carrying a rack in his lunchbox as he (Byrd) was giving his 
rations to a ; Drisoner-of war patient in the hospital. He was taken be¬ 
fore the camp commandant (Ishizawa) who slapped him-about five times 
with his closed hahd, . The corporal of the guard thon heat him with a - 
bayonet scabbard for about thirty minutes, in the presence of Ishiza¬ 
wa.- This guard tried to force tho rock down his (Byrd's) throat. He 
was then confined in the guardhouse for twelve days on reduced rations. 
While -in the guardhouse he-was beaten by the guards and continuously 
slapped during his .confinement, When Ishizawa hit Byrd with his fist, 
Byrd fell'to the ground, whereupon Ishizawa kicked him several times 
(Ex 7, 18, 19, 20, 30, 93, 122), 

As to Sp e cification 23 (IshizaWa) : John.R. Breeze, the 
alleged victim, states that he was beaten by.ishizawa with a broom 
handle because he..did not'have his -sho.es properly aligned In, the 

barracks (Ex .16) „. ' 

As to Specification 24 (Ishizawa) i -_ Colonel Rbbert C, 
Gaskill saw Ishizawa on -various occasions strike prisoners of war with 
a stick which was three feet long andiabout one and one-half inch In 
diameter. 


: Salvatore J, Amato states that during formations Ishi¬ 

zawa would go .down- the line and slap every man if a prisoner of war 
did ndt respond correctly to a Japanese command, Tho guards at the 
mine where the Dplsoners of war worked would.frequently beat and slap 
the prisoners of war. This former prisoner of war states that there 
was hardly a day in': which-prisoners of war were not beaten by tho , 
Japanese military' and ’civilian personnel in this camp of which Ishlza- 

wa was commandant*. ’ 
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Gerald tee Anderson states .that lie saw Iahi-zawa take 
prisoners of : War. off the sick-list or out of'the -hospital and force 
them to Work- o.h-a .light detail. During- March 1945, when there was ■ 
about eight inches of snow on the ground, -prisoners .of war were put in 
the guardhouse which had a cement floor. They.only wore a. light 
.TnpanoSo uniform with no overco-at and no-blankets. ‘ There was no fur¬ 
niture ih the guardhouse on which the prisoners of war couid sit or 
lie. There was ho heat. . 

. -John R, Boswell states that Ishizawa would go around . - 
the, camp-and look for infraction of the rules. H e would then beat 
and kick the offenders. 

During an inspection, -if something didn't suit .him, 

IshiZ'awa would back off from the front rank about ten inches or fif¬ 
teen inches, :rup as hard as he could and strike the prisoner of war' 
who had displeased him much like a football player tackling a dummy. 

When^ the prisoner- of war was down, he would then kick 'him in the 
sides, stomach,-of back. , - He would also place tl)6 instep of his shoe 
on tho shins of'-the prisoner of war and run it down his shins with 
force, while making the prisoner :of war stand- at attent ion. 

Tom'-S. Chandler states, that-, "Ishizawa‘allowed the 
guards- to -frequently beat the .prisoners and subjugate them to other 
types of punishment such as remaining in. solitary confinement,, allow¬ 
ing them pnly rice balls; for meals, fastening, cucumbers weighing -up 
to two pounds to the ears- of the prisoner’s leaving them' in . this po¬ 
sition for, several hours,, forcing them to stand at attention for as 
long as Seven hours with pumpkins balanced on their heads, and allow¬ 
ing the guards to take.’food - from the prisoners' mess and disposing 
of it- either eating or.selling it." •_ 

In a suror'ise "shakedown" Prisoner of War. Nelson was 
discovered with a sack of rice. He .was taken outside where ’five or 
six guards strucjk him about eighteen or twenty times until he was 

knocked to the ground. One guard struck him on the head with a rifle 

butt'and anothbr proceeded to kick him'In the'face and 1 ribs (Ex 1; 

4,-5, 9, 8, 11, 12, 13, 16, 18, 23, 2-6-, 27, 28, 2.9, 31, 33, 35,/ 42, ‘ 

43, 46, 47, 49, 54, 64, 67, 76, 77, gfc 81, 85, .86, 92, 93, 104, 110, 

113, 118, 119, 122, 123, 124). W 

A-s to Specification 25 (Ishizawa) : . Colonel Robert C. 
Gaskill,. K.edical. Corps, states that he was medical officer while a- 
prisoner of war at Sendai Camp No. 3. He states tha-h exposure, was 
the primary cause of two' deaths, Davidson and Simpson. These two men 
in their physical condition were unable to bear the cold weather due 
to lack of c-lothing, heat and food. He further states in his affida- * 
vit that "all the deaths in camp were due basically .to malnutrition, 
though In most instances the immediate primary- cauSe'was disease re¬ 
sulting from the lowered resistance of tho Individual caused by the 
malnutrition." In seven months at this camp, the. only fruit received ■- 
were two apples. Meat was rarely servedi The .onlv real moat was 
from two dogs- weighing about twenty-two 'pounds each. Some of the 
men were walking skeletons but wore still doing work in the mines. 

The IIvos of those who died could have been saved by .proper food, 
warm clothing and warm quarters. . 

The amount of drugs and medicine was approximately ten 
to fifteen per cent of that actually needed. The hospital for the 
prisoners of war v;as a cold Wooden, barracks that was scaled against ■ 
the cold. The equipment used had to be improvised. There were-, six¬ 
teen deaths at this camp, fourteen of them duo to malnutrition.- Two 
prisoners of war were killed on 88 August 1945 when hit by supplies 
dropped from United States-B-729 r -s » ’ . ■ - 

The prisoners of war worked at a Mitsubishi—owned lead 
and zinc mine in water frequently .up to their ankles. The seepage 
was so great as to amount to rain.. ■ The mine wasdrafty and- cold. The 
shoring timbers wore so .rotten that frequent cave-ins took place-. For 

work purposes the prisoners of war-were -put into six categories,:. __ 
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No6,. heavy work; No . 5, medium w.ork; No. 4 , light. wo.i'kj.-No. 3, [ con¬ 
finement to quarters, no: work'} No • 2, .confinement.. to camp hospital,-’ 
ho work; No, 1, confinement to hospital at Tokyo., A-s a quota of 
eighty-five per cent was required- to -work at the mine, prisoners of 
war were arbitrarily taken out of a no-work category and put into a - 
work-category, A Japanese..corporal named Koiwa, one of the accused, 
was mainly -responsible .for this .and Ishizawa was present- -(Ex 1, 2-,' 

5,-11,-15,: 18, 19, 24,' 29, 3.%' 34, 35, 39, 42-44, 4V, 48, 49, 55-57, 
65, 67, 70, 77, PI, 85, 89, 92, 93, 107, 115, 118, 122, 124). 

A3 to Specification 26 (.Ishizawa) ; -. Not Guilty, 

As to Specification 27 (ishizawa) ; Soe Specification 
25 (Ishizawa). - ~ 1 

- As to Specification 28 (Ishizawa) : . At :the conclusion 
of the war, the prisoners of .war were given three large Red Cross 
medical .boxes Containing mixed drugs — plasma and vitamins which had 
been withheld, from, the prisoners of mar and stored in the mine as 
paper around the boxes was mildewed. These drugs would have been suf¬ 
ficient for a month.'-s supply by normal standards and for a year ac¬ 
cording to the standards followed at this prisoner of. war camp. 


A largo supply of Rod Cross clothing was sto-red in a 
warehouse at the camp which was never issued to the prisoners of war. 
This clothing consisted of woolen shirts, underwear, sweaters, over¬ 
coats, blankets, socks; 0,1, shoes, caps,, gloves, trousers and toi¬ 
let ' articles. The Japanese personnel ■ were Using the Red Cross blan.w 
kets as cushions in their offices and also as bedding. They openly 
wq-re G.I. shoes and other Red Cross clothing. Upon protests being 
made to 'Ishizawa to, issue this clothing, .he stated that he would.not 
.as .thO' prisoners -.of war would be hotter dressod than-the Japanese 
civilians, 

.;: . An issue of ono Red Cross hox.por prisoner of war wa3 

'made and when they received thorn it was discovered that they had al¬ 
ready been opened. Some chocolate bars and cigarettes were missing 
from each box. On onothor oooasioM; whori Ishizawa was requested to 
make another issue, he stated that||no would if a prisoner of war, 

Capt Dean, would sign a receipt for sufficient boxes to provide ono 
box for each member of the Japanese staff. After much debate 'by all 
the prisoners of war, it was agreed to accept this proposition, ra- 
■■ ther-than not to receive any boxes at all. In this second issue the 
chocolate bars and cigarettes were also missing. Ishizawa was con¬ 
stantly observed with packages of American cigarettes (Ex 1, 2, .8, 

15} 22, i24V '30, 38, 42, 43, 44, 49, 51, 63, 65, .73, 76, 77, 80, 81, 

92, 101, 103-, 104, 113,. 115, 118, 124).,. 

’ As to; Specification 29a(.Ishlzawa) : On 4 March 1945 

Wilbur-Cox reported to .‘Medical Officer Colonel Gasklll with-a sore . 
-left'fodt. Ho returned on 30 March 1945, at -which time an infection 
. .was noted at the site of the .original pain... On 3 April this abscess 
•was-incised, and drained at the hospital in camp.. He was readmitted 
because 7 of further 'Infection which caused his foot to be swollen up to 
tho size of a football, Lt Kobayashi, the* Japanese, medical officer ■ 
at the camp hospital, was -informed by Colo pel Gasklll that, radical 
surgery was necessary on the-foot to drain off-the pus and this 
-could not be done at the camp hospital which lacked necessary equib- 
-ment.’ Colonel-Gask-iil-recommended to Kobayashi .that Cox-be sent, to 
tho mine hospital for' tho operation as tho neebssary equipment was 
available thore. Kobayashi refused to follow these recommendations. 
Kobayashi was- reminded by Colonel Gasklll- for ovor a period of seven 
weeks of this necessity of surgery to . save, the foot, but Kobayashi 
ignored these, requests. Finally, . on 25 Kay. 1945, . It became a question 
Of saving Cox's life, and he was admitfcedto the-mine hospital- where 
a' Japanese doctor, Masahara Sonoda, amputa.ted Cox's. foot. Colonel 
Gasklll, an experienced.surgeon, states that "Cox's foot, would havo 
been saved if he had. been 1 given 1 hospi.taj. treatment and Kobayashi is 
responsible for -tha failure to .provide . Such, treatment, (Ex 1, 2, 11, 
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' &3 to Specification 89b (IshiZawaT : Prisoner of War 

William \G. Allen wgis fldmltteij to the «amp hospital on 2 February 1945 
for pneumonia-. It became necessary to withdraw fluid from, hi a chest.. 
Prisoner of War/Colonel - Gaskill, who was. .treating Allen, frequently 
requested of Kobavashi to/get syringes.and needles to withdraw the 
fluid .from Allen 1 s chest, Kobayashi refused and- frequently remarked 
"better all prisoners die"-. Kobayashi was fully- aware of Allan's grave 
condition, ishizawa would watch Gaskill withdraw fluid from Allen’s 
chest, and was made av/are by Gaskill of Allen's serious condition' and' 
necessity for an operation, Ishizawa ignored Gaskill*s requests to 
hav'e an operation performed which, would have sawed Allen's life. 

Allen died on g6 Kerch 1945, The expert medical opinion of Colonel 
Gaskill, an experienced surgeon, is that Allen's life could have been 
saved if Allen had been able to receive proper care, Kobayashi was' 
known as "Frog Eyes" among the prisoners-of war. Former Prisoner of 
War Major William E. Wilson, .Medical Corps 'of'United -States Army, an 
experienced'surgeon, who ai^o helped to take care of Allen, states that 
he also. fre.qUjently requested of Kobayashi' that .Allen be taken, to the 
mine hospital’ fkir an operation to, - save Allen's life. Kobayashi-would 
always answer, "Bo, No."; (Ex; 1, S, 65, 117, 121). • ' 

, . > . As to Speolflpation 29c (Ishizawa) ; John R. Boswell 

stdtes, "She Japanese doctor, known as ' Prog -Eyes' was .the most hated- 
, 'mari in. $gmp >:• .He .-lined us up weekly in the nude, in an unheated build- 
'ing to b£ weighed.'" , .The prisoners of war brought a chest full of med¬ 
ical 'supplies..with them from the Philipoines, but it was taken away 
' frotn theiii. by..-Kobavaahi. He (Kobayashi) repeatedly/.ignored the requests 
of ; .Qblo.n.el-‘Gaskill and Kajor Wilson to issue more medicine so that 
theLy’c.ould treat "fchq mpny.-sick-prisoners of war, 

- . The prisoners of war received little or no medical at¬ 
tention from;.Kobayashi, who- was the Japanese medical officer in this 
canip, and the' sick toll amongst the prisoners of war was very high. 

If ...a ..prisoner o,f war needed medical attention, Kobayashi would not 
give any treatment unless the prisoner of war had a fever, of over 101 
degrees, ' Ishizawa Was well aware,of these conditions as-Kobayashi ac¬ 
companied Ishizawa oh his tour of' the sick (Ex 1, 15, 18, 22, 9A, 44, 

49, 54, 65,- 79y 115,' 119, 122‘, 1'24). 

-■ As to..Specification(Ishizawa) ; Kobayashi would 
often tend sick prisoners of' war outWto work when the Prisoner of War 
Medical Officers Gaskill and Wilson b.ad marked them unfit for wprk, 

Anthony, Bardine states-- that he was forced to work in 
the mines by "Frog Eyes" .even though he was suffering from dysentery 
and had been certified as 1 being too sick to work. Kobayashi would al¬ 
low only a small percentage of the sick prisoners of war to remain in 
camp. All prisoners of .war who were, certified as too sick to work 
would be inspected by Kobayashi and the sick prisoners of war with the 
largest legs were sent to the mine to work. 

Many, prisoners ..of war that were in a "run down" condi- 
-tion with pneumonia and pleurisy would be ordered to go to work by 
Kobayashi. This was concur.r e d in by Ishizawa, as a certain quota of 
prisoners of war had, to.he sent to the mines, to work. 

John KaWin Cheek states that, he was forced to work by-. 
Kobayashi even tho.ugh his • (Cheek'3) ankle was swollen to twice its 
normal size (Ex 1, S’, 16, 18, 24, 28, 54., 45, 44, 51, 58., 65, 92, 115). 

As to. Specification S9e (Ishizawa) : 'Kobayashi was of¬ 
ten observed smoking American Old Gold cigarette? which had been taken 
from Bed Cross boxes. When Red Cross boxes were issued to the prison-■ 
ers of war, no cigarettes were contained therein; He was also observ¬ 
ed eating American food. - -He would take drugs arid vitamin tablets 
from Red Cross boxes and take them - to -a nearby town to sell them. He 
wa3 also observed drinking "Instant." .coffee. ’ 

Wilbur G, Cox, -states that "Kobayashi was- in cahoots 
with Ishizawa in the appropriation arid confiscation of Red Cross suo- 
plies"(Ex 1, 6, 7, 18, 28, 5% 58, 85, 104, 65). 
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As r to '5 boc'iflcation 23f (Ishizawa) i Alexander F, Halo*, 
zinskl and Miles R. Cain b.oth state that/bwhoh. they and ’about eight 
other prisoners of war reported on sick Call to Kobavashi,- he made 
the group stand facing, each other. He then forced the prisoners of ; 
war to slap one another* s faces until several of-the prisoners of : war 
callapsed to the ground. This took place about Mav or Juno 1945 
(Ex.21, 85). ... - 

As to •.Specification ’29g;:(Ishizawai) 1. Glenn L. Chalfant 
states that on about 4 July 1945'Kobayashi found him "trying to fashion 
a spoon out of a discarded mos3 kif ,,.- Kobayashi. aciHiaed him of de¬ 
stroying a mess klt, : whereupon ho slapped Chalfant four or five times 
with his open hand, and Chalfant Was subsequently givbn a week in the 
guardhouse. Chalfant continued to Work it the mine during this week 
and,when he returned to camp , from, the. mine, he was. put in the guard¬ 
house instead of going to his .barracks.. 

Ishizawa was fully, cognizant of all that went on in ... 
camp and approved the slappings and beatings of prisoners of war by 
the personnel under his command- (Ex 24). • 

. ' As to Spocifioation 29h (Ishizawa) ; The alleged victim 

Hendrickson,—states that during the latter, part of July 1945, while- 
on a supply-carrying detail,’ he dropped, a 170-pound -sack of beans 
which he was carrying. When he could not get it, on his back by him¬ 
self, Kobaya3hi struck him about the face and head.with his fists. 
Hendrickson ’was knocked to the ground three or four times (Ex 65). 

As to-Specification 291 (Ishizawa) ; About Kay 1945 
Cain, with about seven or eight other prisoners of war, reported to 
Kobavashi to be excused from work as they were ill.’ Whereupon Kobaya¬ 
shi made a'll of them line ud outside his office and, after.shouting 
and'yelling at them for several minutes, ho 'slaooecl sacli of them 
several’ times with both his hands. He .then sent them all off to work, 
excusing none ’ (Ex 21). .

As to Specification 29;gj(Ishlzawa) : Kobayashi) known 
as ."Frog E’res", beat many prisoners wf war and on one occasion beat 
Raymond Collins whom he thought stole some food. He-was one of the' 
worst-hated Japanese in camp. Whon.prisoners of war reported to him 
for sick call, ho would slao and beat them with his doubled fists, 
and send them to work. When prisoners of war with swollen feet re¬ 
ported on sick call, Kobayashi. would have them stick them out for 
inspection,. He would then stomD on these swollen feet and ask the 
prisoners of- war if it hurt. Kobavashi at various times hit sick . ; 
nrisouers of war .for not working (Ex 10, 12, 26', 56, 5.P-, 45, 51, 55, 
71, 85, 116). ' •' ' . .. 

•. As to Specification ! 29k- (Ishizawa) i -Yasushi Takasago, 
also known as "The Moss Sergeant", "The Bamboo Kid"y"Pretty Boy", 

"Big Stoop", and "Flat. Face", was a Japanese civilian camp employee 
in charge of .the ki.tchen and the worst man inside the camp .concerning 
the ohvsical-mistreatment of. prisoners of war. Prisoner of War Cap¬ 
tain-Bean, comnlained to Ishizawa about. .Takasago,'s mistreatment of the 
prisoners of war, but there.was no change in the .situation.. 

-Boudolf and Meier rooorted to Medical Officer Colonel 
Gaskill that, thev had been struck, slapped and knocked down by , 
Takasago. 

Jqseoh Louis Boudolf’states'that in Aoril 1945 he, 
Padbory and Portis'were be?ten an the head with a bamboo pole because, 
they had returned unclean food buckets to Takasago,.. Boudolf 1 s Head 
was snlit open and no medical aid. was given to him. Emil B. Meier, 
one'of the victims,, states that, he was In this,group of prisoners of 
war, and he describes the bamboo polo'that Takasago used as a "bimbo".- 
Elvis R. I. -Ko’ore witnessed this’ beating• 
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Walt-cr E. Portls, .one of the victims, states that each 
of them recoived scalp rounds as a rosult of this beating'. He did. 
not, report for medical attention (Ex 1, 4, 14, 45, 59, 80, 83> 101," 
120 ). 

As-to Specification 291 (Ishlzawa) ;- Colonel Gaskill; 
witnessed the beating administered to Chief Petty Officer William E... 
Pox by Takasago;because Pox did hot bow and salute’ to Takasago when 
he returned a rice bucket. Takasago made Pox stand' at, attention and. 
then hit him on the head with a bamboo pole four or five feet long 
and two inched in diameter. This blow knocked Pox to the ground and 
. into unconsciousness with blood ^streaming down his face. Colono-l Gas- 
kill sutured the wound on Pox's head which was about one and three- 
fourths . inch, long, went down to the.skull and was located on the left 
front top of his head. Pox told Gaskill that there was a nail.,qn the. 
bamboo pole. _ 

, . William E. Pox states that there was a ten-penny nail on 
the ond of the nole-when " .Takasago hit him and that he (Pox) was 
knocked unconscious' for;fifteen or twenty minutes.. Two stitches wero 
necessary t.o closeethe, wound (Ex 1, 14, 58, 4?, 55, 117, 124). See 
also Specification- 29k (lahizavya). 

As t.o Specification, 29m.(Ishlzawa) t Gerald Lee. An.dors.on, 
the alleged victim,. states, .that in July 1945, while carrying a-bag 
of soy beans, he -spilled some, ' tl hiie-^on. 'his.kne.Psi.picking them up, 
Takasago saw him and ordered him-to’ stand'up,' - "Takasago then- slapped 
me o-n the face numerous times. He then took a bamboo stick and beat 
my face several times." (Ex 5). ‘ See also Specification 29k (Ishlzawa), 

*-j - As to Specification 29n (IsHl'zawd) {■: Edward-A,-- Padbury, 

phd "aiieged •’vic'tlmj states-that in June 1945 ho' visited Ishlzawa in 
his •Office to protest a cut in rations, .After listening to.'.Padburv' s 
complaint, Ishlzawa suddenly struck Padbury with 'his - fist .-.in ..the, ..arp-fu, 
of his right temnle, Ota and Kolwa, hearing this-noiso, ran out. o.f. . 

their offices and began'clubbing Padbury with thoir fists. The ,"Iv(es,s 
Sergeant" then came out'of his officepvith a bambpo club five inches ^ 
long and two inches in diameter and ''with this ho began. chopping at. 
me, the blows falling on triy.head, shoulders, back and wherever there 
was an opening," Padbury ran out of the building, Ishlzawa going- 
back to his office. - Outside, four guards joined Ota, Koiwa and Taka- 
.sago and then all continued to push and beat Padbury for a period of; 
fifteen or twenty minutes. As a result of this beating, Padbury suf- 
fered a broke'rr nose and had a front tooth knocked out. Colonel Gas- 
kill'examined Padbury after this beating and found that he had a 
broken nose, a broken tooth, as well as minor cuts and bruises on his 
face (Ex 1, 95)." • 

As to Specification 29o (Ishlzawa) i James Newell, Jr,, 
the alleged victim, states in his affidavit — after identifying 
Takasago from a photograoh -- that Takasago hit him twice with his 
fists because he (Newell), while cleaning the floor had accidently 
caused a door to fall thus breaking'four panes-of -glass (Ex 90.}, . . .. 

As to Specification-29p .-(Ishlzawa) ;. -F..D. Aldridge 
states that, Henry Chamberlain, who was a modical orderly in. the oamp^ 
hospital, told him .that Takasago had hit him (Chamberlain)- on the 
head with a bamboo pole because Chamberlain had returned an unclean 
rice bucket, Chamberlain also told Colonel Gaskill ,of this be , a , , 

• (Ex 1, 2). -. . 

As to Specification 59q llshiz.awsl i George-:Fox, Jr,, the 
alleged victim, states that in July 1§45 he was istrpek; by Takasago 
with his fist which knocked him to the floor, Takasago struck him 
because ho (Fox) had inadvortcntl 1 ' entered a showSr room wearing 
, wooden clogs (Ex 54), .. - --. 
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As, to Specification 29r (;I.shizaw.a)- i Nolan L, Williams 
states.that Takasago slapped him hard enough to knock him to the 
. ground when he fa 11ed to salute Takasago (Ex 119). 

■ As to Specification 29s '(Ishizawa) i Stanford-A, Bond 
states that Takasago’became very angry with him when he went out 
looking .for coal "...and beat me down into the snow and even then he 
kept hitting me time- after time. I was already so cold and numb from 
the cold that the blows knocked me out and I lay in the snow for-quite 
some time’."(Ex 13). 

■ As to ■ Specification 39t (Ishl-kawa) ; ~ Glenn L. Chalfant 
states that on an occasion, when he stuck his head in the kitchen 
door to inquire when food would be ready, "-The Mess Sergeant" struck 
him in the face three or four times with his closed fist. Takasago, 
who Was a civilian employee in charge of the kitchen, was known as 
"The ..Mess. Sergeant" among the prisoners of war (Ex'24). See also 
Specificatien 29k (Iahizawa). ' 

As to Specification 29u (Ishizawa) i John Marvin Cheek, 
the alleged victim, states that in July 1945 Takasago beat him about 
the head with a wooden "Go-ahead", (a wooden shoe about ten to twelve 
inches long), causing many bruises about his face ,and ears (Ex 28). 

As to Specification 29v (Ishizawa) : Earl K. Conover, 
the alleged victim, states that Takasago slapped him : in the face with 
his open hand when he failed to salute Takasago, who was known as the 
"-Mess Sergeant" (Ex ?.5). 

As to Specification 29w (Ishizawa) ; Clifford P. Hommey, 
the alleged victim, states that on or about 10 July 1945 he returned 
some rice buckets to "Big Stoop" who did not think they were clean 
enough. "Big Stoop” thereupon slapped Hommey on the face with suffi¬ 
cient force to knock him to the.ground. Hommey then got up and stood 
■ at attention.,. Wh-lle standing at attention "Big Stoop" hit him 
straight on the mouth with his’ fist |nd loosened 'two teeth, upper 
right two and upper left two. "These two teeth were so loose that I 
pulled them out easily when I return® to my barracks." (Ex 69). See 
also Specification 29k (Ishiaawa). W 

As to Specification 29x (Ishizawa) ; Henry F. KcCaulla, 
the alleged victim, states that.on about '25,Juiv 1945 he .had been de¬ 
tailed to work in the kitchen because of’an 1 infected finger. Takasago 
thought he was too healthy to be working in the kitchen and started 
to beat him on the face, head and neck with his flats. While this was 
going on, the prisoner of war marine sergeant who had detailed KcCaulla - 
to the kitchen came in and .tried to explain- to Takasago, whereupon 
Takasago turned on this Marine and started to beat him. in the same 
manner. KcCaulla and this Karine were beaten off and on for about 
fifteen minutes (Ex 78). 


As to Specification 29y (IshlzTawa) i On or about July 
1945, Prisoner of War Elvis R. El Moore saw Takasago beat with his 
hands, British Prisoner of War James Kowa,tt-. w Takasago then made 
Kowatt hold a pan of water over his (Kowatt- 1 s) head until Kowatt col¬ 
lapsed. Moore Identified’Takasago from a photograph (Ex 83). 

As to Specification 29z (Ishizawa) : Prisoner of War 
Colonel Gaskill states that In his opinion Takasago was the worst 
man in the camp as far as physical mistreatment of the prisoners of 
war was concerned. On numerous occasions he•saw Takasago strike 
prisoners of war with his'hand t— inside the kitchen, outside the kit- 
"chen and in the vicinity of the kitchen. Gaskill also saw Takasago. , 

5 require prisoners of war to kneel down as punishment and“while In this 
position.they were required to'hold a bucket of water at -arms* length. 
Many prisoners of war constantly reported to Gaskill, as medical 
officer and prisoner of war camp commander, that they had been slapped, 

• struck,, knocked down and otherwise mistreated by Takasago. 
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Takasago frequently used bis fists and rice paddles ten- 
beat prisoners of war. He did not appear to.be rational and was apt 
to swing at anyone nearby. He would.also frequently hit prisoners of 
war with a bamboo stick. He was called 9tho’Bamboo Kid" by■the oris-' 
opers of war (Ex 1, S>, 4,15, 7, 15, 23, '27, 50, 51, 57, 59 , 71, 78, 90,: 
101, 106, 115, 116, 119, 120, 124). ’ ’ ’. 


As to Specifieation 29aa (Ishizawa.): NG 


As to Specification 29bb- (Ishizawa): Colonel Gaskill 
observed 0t a smoking Old-Gold cigarettes. ' In fact,. Ota gave him one': 
of these. Old .Gold cigarettes, ’‘hen the prisoners of-.war received.Red.--. 
Cross boxes,- cigarettes were misslngi", Ota was often observed with .full 
packages of American cigarettes which he- could have, receiyed froip oply. 
Red Cross food parcels,. Ota was also/observed, eating American chocOT-. 
late candy which generally was received in' Red Cross parcels. He was 
also observed wearing Red.Cross shoes, socks, and gloves (Ex 1, 8, 

SS, 44, 51, 87, 91, 124). . 


As to Specification 29co (Iahlza'wa) : Lt James Forbes 
Lawrence told Colonel Gaskill that he had been badly beaten by Koiwa 
and had had a number of teeth broken off'or knocked out. James F.- 
Lawrence, the alleged victim, states that, Koiwa, who-was also the 
interpreter in this camp, beat him up twice so severely that he lost 
Several teeth. James Newell states that he .observed the beating that 
Koiwa gave to'.Lawrence when Lawrence asked Koiwa for a little extra 
food.- Koiwa gave him "one of the most severe beatings I ever witness¬ 
ed". (Ex 1, 2, 75, .78, 89, 101,. 116). 


As to Specification 29dd (Ishizawa) ; S§e Specification 
4 (Ishizawa) (Ex 1, 2, 55, 4", 5T7 59, 117, 124'). 


As to Specification 29ee (ishizawa) : Walter E. Portis, 
the alleged victim in this..specif ieation, . states that" in or about 
February Or #arch 1945 he was struck by Lance .Corporal Koiwa, the ;. 
camp interpreter-, for..not-, placing his shoes properly' underneath the 
bed. Koiwa sferubk him several times with the heel of his hand,.'.leav¬ 
ing marks on the side of his head (Ex 101). 


As to Specification 29 fjy (Ishizawa) : Albert E. HerroraJ 
the alleged victim, states' that in abo'St February 1945 he was detailed 
to help carry some supplies from the station to the prisoner of war ■ 
camp. A heavy bale was" placed on his back, and he complained .that it 
was top -heavy for him to carry. Koiwa, upon hearing this complaint, 
came up and -hit him oh the left side of the face knocking him down. 
While, he"was down Koiwa kicked him two times and told him to get up. 
When he got to his feet, Koiwa then struck him throe or four times, 
with his fist, Koiwa then called a guard and- told him to beat Herrera- 
with a-bayonet scabbard which-the guard did until stopped by others, 
(Ex 66,. 105). , • 


As to Specification 29gg (Ishizawa); 


As to Specification B9hh (Ishizawa) : Sam D. Flora, one 
of the alleged victims, states that as a result of some prisoner of . 
war stealing mee-saw (phonetic), he (Flora) was made .to .stand in the. - 
snow for about an hour- and a half until- a fellow prisoner of war.con-, 
fossed to the stealing-. When this prisoner, of war confessed, Koiwa . . 
then slapped Flora's ;-face several times. - William J-. Kiddletpn, the., 
other alleged victim in- this specification, states that he was one. of . 
the prisoners of -war mentioned by Flora. When the prisoners of war 
returned to the-barracks, they wore blue and badly chilled fram ,the 
cold (Ex 52, 65, 82, 98, 124). . . .' . 


As to Specification 2911 .(Ishizawa): NG» 


A 3 to.Specification 39,1,1 (Ishizawa). ; CaTlie. Choarte, .the , - 
alleged victim, states that-, while he was on a detail carrying beans, 

Koiwa discovered that one of the bags was broken. Koiwa then ordered 

the detail to line up and then had .the guards slskhiailiijfo(*ir‘t'eieg*i-tools.org/dqc/e84; 
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Prisonors of war who wore on this" detail of which Choate wns a mombor 
(Ex 29). . 

As to. : Soeoifleatloni 29kk (Ishizawa) t. .John H. Eathering* 
ton, tile alleged victim in this specification, states that in about 
March 1945, while he was .on a detail with other prisoners of war doing 
manual labor, a Japanese civilian gave him some cigarettes which he 
put away in his pocket. The guard obseryed this and Eatherington was 
, taken to the office of Ishizawa who was present along.with the. chief 
of polic .0 of the City of Hbsokura: and Koiwa, the interpreter. When 
Eatherington.was asked if ho had. ppoken to the Japanese civilian and 
answered, "No," Koiwa struck him across the face with his' fist and 
followodgthis with several more blows to hi^body. While' he was down 
Koiwa kicked him several times in the back and in the legs as.hard as 
he could. When Eatherington got back on his feet, Koiwa again slapped 
him three or four times in the face. Ishizawa was present'during this 
beating but did nothing about it (Ex 49). 

. As to Specification 3911 (Ishizawa) ; George J. Kedwick, 
the alleged victim, states that Koiwa discovered him cooking .rice dur¬ 
ing working hours. Koiwa then made him stand at attention and slapped 
him for approximately five minutes (Ex 79). 

As to Speoificatlon 29mm (Ishizawa) ; William. J. Middle- 
ton, the alleged victim, states that because he was unable to half¬ 
sole a pair of boots-which he was told to repair, Koiwa slappe'd and 
kicked him (Ex 82). 

As to Specification 29nn (Ishizawa) : Isaac Hylton, one 
of the alleged victims, states that sometime during August, at a 
"shakedown", a squash was. found in his possession. Five Japanese 
guards apprehended James R. Maggard, the other alleged victim in this 
specification, and.they began beating them with rifles, ropes and 
their fists, which boating lasted for .about one and one-half hour* 
Hylton and Maggard were then forced to s tand at attention for approxi¬ 
mately three hours holding a bucket of water .over their heads. Sub- 

■ sequent to this incident, thev were both made to. stand at rigid atten¬ 

tion for two nights. Ko'iwa was-one of the five. Japanese that partici¬ 
pated in these incidents. iMf • • * 


'James R. Maggard states .that h e was the one that carried 
the. squash into the oamp.‘ When the Japanese found this out, two 
guards; beat him severely with clubs knocking him down four or five 
times, Thev then tied the squash around his neck on a string and made 
him-stand at attention all night until he collapsod and remained un¬ 
conscious for about thirty minutes. As a result of this abuse, the 
faces of Hylton and Maggard were swollen and there were marks across 
their -backs and legs from the boating (Ex 54, 71, 75). 

As to Specification 29oo (Ishizawa) : Sometime in July 
1945- Orran Crandall was punished by Koiwa because he had s.tolen some 
food. Crandall was beaten in Koiwa 1 s office and was knocked against 
the table and fell to the floor. Sgt Crandall died on 12 August 1945 
from malnutrition (Ex 48, 124). 

As to Specification 29pp (Ishizawa) : genkichi Koiwa,. ' 
who was a corporal in the Japanese Army and interpreter at’ this camp, 
was 'also in.direct charge of furnishing men for work at the mine. He 
would often redesignate prisoners of war who had been certified as un¬ 
fit to work by Colonel Gaskill and send them to work in the mine over 
the protest of Colonel Oeskill. Koiwa would also' frequently arbitrari¬ 
ly pull prisoners of war out of the morning s-ick-call line before the 
camp., doctor could examine them and send them to the mine with the 
working parties. There were six categories of physical fitness set up ,s 
by the Japanese in which to classify the prisoners of 'war for work. 

No. 6 was.heavy work; No. 5 was me.dium work; . No. 4 was. light workf Noi 
5 was confined to 'quarters, no work; No, 2 was'.confined to camp hospi¬ 
tal, no work; No. 1 was'eonfined to hospital at Tokyo. -About fifty j 

percent of the time, Koiwa would sond prisoners of war to W6rk in the 
mine who had been placed in Wos. t and 4 e’ateg(fS»R;id6iqig*i»-'biiii@i-ittiBnirt«S)c/e8432S 
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physically unfit for heavy or medium work.' Koiwa frequently sent 
prisoners of war suffering from beriberi or bad feet, being hardly 
able to walk, to work in the. camp garden carrying night soil from the 
latrine. Pvt Edward Smack .was sent to wo* by Koiwa when his leg was 
still running from a wound which had been inflicted-upon him. Prison¬ 
er of War Byrd, even though ho was still vomiting.blood, was sent to 
work by Koiwa. Koiwa'? only idea was to get as much work as possible 
out of the prisoners of war regardless of their physical ability to' 
work (Ex 1, 8, 4, 10, 1?, 16, 23, 33, 4?, 49, 53, 67, 70, 72, 77, 78, 
85, 89,. 119, 124). 

As ,to Specification 29 qq (Ishizawa) l If any Drisonor of 
war, while in a lino-up ready to go to work, eomolained that he was un¬ 
fit to work, Koiwa Personally slapped or struck such a prisoner of-war, 
On various occasions', when the prisoners Of war-'we're detailed to carry lum¬ 
ber, some of-.them would collapse at which time Koiwa would kick and 
hit them to-get them on their feet. Koiwa.was often observed striking 
prisoners of v/ar with a club when they would not respond to his com¬ 
mands which were given in Japanese. He would also order "slapping 
bees". This consisted of having prisoners of war lino up facing each 
other andthen ordering the prisoners of war to slap each other. If a 
prisoner of war. did ; not cooperate in this order, Koiwa himself would 
beat the prisoner of war (Ex 1, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 12, 15, 16, 23, 38, 43 
49, 55, 65, 68, 72, 77, 78, 83, 102, 105, 111, 116, 123, 124). 

As to Specification 29rr (Ishizawa) : James Newell, Jr., 
states that on or about 15 August 1945, while he was at the mine at - 
which the prisoners of war worked, a Japanese military guard by the • 
name of Takeyama hit him on tho head with the butt of his rifle. This 
guard was known- as "Kushmouth" among the prisoners. Two stitches were 
required to close the wound in Newell's head. (Ex 1, 14, 42, 83, 88, 

89, 101). 

As to Soocification 29ss (Ishizawa) S Edward L, Smack, 
Jr., the'"alleged victim in this specification, states that -on 5 July 
1945 he was struck by a Japanese Army private who Was known as "The 
Beas.t" by the prisoners of war. This beating was occasioned by Smack’s 
inability to understand this guard's order whichwas given in Japanese. 
The guard struck him with a steel rodjpiich was about three feet long 
end about one-half inch in diameter|p'He was struck, on the.right shin 
bone with sufficient force to render^nlm unconscious. He was then 
carried to the casm dispensary where medical officer Captain Wilson 
sewed the wound, requiring eight stitches. Smack was confined to 
quarters for a period of twenty-one days as a result of this beating 
(Ex 13, 21, 26, 42, 51, 112). 

As to Specification 29tt (Ishizawa) ; Heikichi Sato was 
a Japanese civilian guard employed by the Mitsubishi Mining Company 
to watch over.the prisoners of war while the'y worked in the mine. He 
was known as "Joe Louis".by the nrisoners because he resembled Joe 
Louis, the Negro heavy-weight prize fighter. 

Roland E. Nelson, the alleged victim, states that on 
several occasions "Joe Louis" hit him so hard.that he was knocked 
across three.lines of railway tracks. Nelson further states that in 
his opinion "Joe Louis" was the wprst guard at this camp.- On another 
occasion Sato hit Nelson on the head with a hammer-which knocked Nelson 
to the ground. On another occasion, when Nelson had stolen a cucumber 
from tho garden, "Joe Louis" beat him on. the head with a club’ which 
caused his head to bleed severely from the wound inflicted.. It required 
several days for Nelson to recuperate from this beating. "Joe Loui3 [f 
was identified as Heikichi Sato. (Ex 36, 37, 43, 74, 75, 86, 94, 104, 
11,4, 115, 124)-. 

As to Specification 29uu (Ishizawa) ; . Louis B, Read, 
tho alleged victim, states that he was mistreated many times by "Joe 
Louis" who looked like the heavy-weight champion, "Joe Louis" fre¬ 
quently struck him with a small iron hammer as well as kicking and 
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slapping him when Road did not salute or Whon an o'ro'cah'vas dorailod.

Ishlzawa, the camp commandant, frequently visited the 
mines and observed the work that the prisoners Of war- performed and 
also the treatment they received at./the hands of the guards (Ex 46,68).

Louis because he.-(Boswell) was not breaking carbide 
fast enough* Joe Louis".was considered the roughest guard at this 
camp (Ex 13)• 


^ - A a . t° _ Specification S9xx (Ishlzawa) : -Wilbur G, Cox, the 

alleged victim, states that about 15 March 1945, while working’in the 
mine, an ore car which he was pushing became derailed. Because he was 
having difficulty getting it back on the track, "Joe Louis" beat him 
about the head many times with a stick until Cox suffered bruises 
about the Qar, cheek and his jaw was swollen. Cox identified 

a photograph of Heikichi Sato a*s-boing the, same person known to him

knocked to the ground and his back remained sore for about a v/oek after

As to Specification >29aaa . (Ishlzawa) i Samuel Houston 
GribMe, the alleged victim, states that on”about 1 March* 1945, while 
working in the mine, he requested of "Joe Louis" to have more carbide 
for his lamp.

There were many Japanese civilian guards 
known as "honcho's" who reoorted to camp each morning to escort the 
prisoners of war to the mine and back to the camp after the day's 
work. The prisoners of war were in a starved, weakened edndition

As to Siwcifisk-tdOhigiyiahifuni) ; Tani-fuji-ivould fre¬ 
quently hit prisoners of war with a hammer when he caught them smoking 
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while working, ; '■'■'hen'the, or is oners of war did-.not work fast enough to 
suit him, he' would beat, slap, and kick them. He constantly used a 
bamboo stick with which to strike the prisoners of war, "'Tom' would 
make, it a practice to hit POWa daily,” , On 14 August 1945, when it 
was;learned'that the Japanese had surrendered, Tanifuji hit two pris¬ 
oners of war on the head with an iron rod or pipe knocking both of■ 
them unconscious (Ex 3, 5,, 0. 10, 13, 29, 30, 36, 43, 52, 62; 64, 67. ' 

77, 79, 81, •83, 86, 109, 110). . . , - 

■ Sgt Elwood F, Burke, being sworn, testified that he was 
a prisoner of war at- Camp 3-B Sendai Area, Hosokura, Japan, from 28 
-January 1945 to 13 September 1945 (R/L36). .He identified.Ishizawa as 
camp commander at this prisoner of war camp. He.further identified 
iKo.iwa as the interpreter and Ota as a'member of .the camp staff (R137). 

He ' identified Tanifuji as being: a civilian guard in charge of drillers 
at the mine' where the nrisonerS' worked. Sato known as "Joe Louis" was 
also a civilian -guard. Sasaki was another oivil-ian guard who worked 
'in the coal yard at the-.mlne and Takasago was a-civilian guard who • 
worked in -the mess at the prisoner of war camp (R 138), Ishizawa 
once .hit tha witness with his fist and knocked him against the-wall 
(R 139). The witness saw Ishizawa hit a British prisoner of war two . 
or three times' Vith the-flat of -Ms hand (R 139), When Ishizawa oame 
to the barr.aoks at night;, to inspect the hands of the prisoners of w ar 
and found that they were dirty he would hit-.them on the hands with a- 
stick (R 139). Also Ota frequently beat prisoners of war and his re¬ 
putation was to avoid him as'much as possible (R 140), Roiwa's job 
was to interpret and also to make up the work details. Prisoners of 
war were classified-into A,B,C,I),E,E work groups (R 140). Those in 
A group were classified as being the strongest and worked in the 
mines. Prisoners o-f war in B group worked in the coal, yard at the 
mine. C group prisons rs of war' worked in the blacksmith shops. D 
group worked at the mine hut above ground,’ Prisoners of war in E ..' 
group were given light details and those in F group stayed inside the 
camp (R 141), A certain number of prisoners of war had to work at the 
mine each day and Koiwa.would pull prisoners-of war out of -one group 
and nut 'them in another (R 141). .The -putting of prisoners of war. 
into a work class would take place in the morning at the camp when 
the prisoners of war formed to go to w,ork (R 142). All the accused 
except' Takasago wbuld he at these morning formations putting prisoners 
of war into a work group (R 143) . (Kpfwa'.s reputation was to avoid him 
as much as possible. Takasago worked in the me.ss and his reputation 
amongst’'’the prisoners of war was to avoid him (R 144), Sasaki was a 
civilian guard who was in charge of the coal yard at the. mine. On one 
occasion when the witness, and four other .prisoner's of war were working 
under Sasaki, they paused an ore car to..,be derailed,. While trying to 
get it back oh the rails Sasaki came over., and hit two or three of the 
prisoners of war several times with a stick two and pne-half feet 
long and about one inch wide (R 144). He hit the prisoners of war on 
the legs and back while they were bending over trying to lift the car. 

One of the prisoners of war was KcGee (R 144). Sato, who was known as 
"Joe.Louis", was a civilian guard who came to the camp in the morning 
to escor-fc the prisoners.of war'to work at the mine .and escort them 
back: to the, camp at night (R 145). Sato once hit. the witness on the 
head, in August 1945, at t.he mine with a. stick about three or three 
and one-half feet, long and about, one and. one-half inch-. ' in diameter, 
which all the guards carried (R 146). Sato's reputation among the 
oriscners was. to avoid him- as much as possible (R 146). Tanifuji was 
in charge of the drillers at the mine and his reputation amongst the 
prisoners of war was to avoid him (R 147),. Tanifuji once struck the 
witness with a stick which knocked him down a bank about twenty feet 
deep,- This happened-'three ■ times (K 147). The witness-was hit on the 
head (R 14»). Burke further testified that he once observed a prison¬ 
er of war in the guardhouse who was made to stand behind the guardhouse 
with' a piece *of iron in his hands held above his head and if he lower¬ 
ed his hands the guards would poke him with sticks. '/He also observed 
two prisoners of war standing at the camp -gate with pumpkins tied 
around their necks and.on their heads. One of the prisoners of war 
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was t'aggard (R 148). Upon being questioned by the'commission the wit¬ 
ness testified that sometimes t-he guards themselves would change the 
prisoners of war \f-rom one .work class/to .another (R 150). Koiwa would 
also instruct Col Gaskill or Gapt Dofep to put a prisoner of war into 
a higher work class (,R 15]), 

, , The commission upon motion of the prosecution took 
judicial notice of Cage #.119, United States of America vs Tetsuo Kob- 
avashi ('R 154). ' . .. 

At the close, of prosecution's ' case .defense moved for a 
finding of Not Guilty against all the 'accused, which motion was denied 
(R 189). , • . ' ■ ■ 

b. For the.-Defense ; . - 


Upon motion .’of defense the commission took judicial • 
notice of pages 12 to 112-of. Case No. 119, Supra^ which is the testi¬ 
mony of Col Gaskill. Defense counsel.read these pages into the pres¬ 
ent record.-. Col Robert C. Gaskill, .who is an experienced surgeon in 
the Medical £brps of; the United States Army, testified that he was a 
prisoner of war at the Prisoner of far Camp #'3-B, Sendai Area, from 
28 January 1945 to. the end o'f the' wap (R 192)There were .about 300- 
prisoners of,war at this camp which -number fnpiuded some British pris¬ 
oners of war (R 193), In his opinion Kopayashi was not an experienced 
dpetor (R 194). There was always, a scarcity of medicine „and he wpuld 
have been able to use ten times .the amorarthe had .on hand to treat the 
prisoners of war, and h® constantly , asked .Kobaya,sh± to obtain more 
(R 196). At the end of the war three large Red Cross boxes filled 
with medicine were given to him. They evidently had .been .stored some¬ 
where as the caper-was all mildewed.(R 197),. Kobayashi frequently put 
prisoners of war-into a higher.work category after'ho (Gaskill) had 
put them in a lower one (R199). .A quota of 85$ Of the" crlsoners of 
w.ar had to be sent to the mines tq.wofk (R 202).. Koiwa would .'often 
take prisoners of war out of a.sick call line-up and send thorn, to the 
mines, to work (R 202) • Prisoner of War Allen died because of neglect 
by Kobayashi to provide suitable hospital :,faolli.tios. When Gaskill 
told .-him this he was answered by KobayaShi who'said, "Better all 
prisoners of war.die." (R 204). Col •skill further testified that 
he could have saved the foot of Prisonfr-of-W-gr Wilbur Cox if surgery 
had-been performed on time but Kobayashi deniod him the use of the 
camp-Hospital (R 210)« Col Gaskill also observed Kobayashi eating 
vitamin B-l tablets that the 'ppisoners of war had brought with them 
from Tokyo (R 211)., Bargd quantities of Red Cross, supplies which were 
at this camp were never issued to tho prisoners of war, (R 211). Unon 
being cross-examined Col Gaskill further, testified that Koiwa as well 
as others of the Jacanese staff and osDecially Takasago were forcing 
sick prisoners o'f war to .work (R 235). Gaskill made ■ out, the death cer¬ 
tificates of those-prisoners of war who died and .they-were translated 
into Japanese by Kobayashi (R-235)'. Koiwa and Ishizawa suggested that 
non-ambulant natients be taken to the Jananese Military Hospital at 
f'aioka (R 241),. Kobayashi w-as not responsible for any-deaths that 
took place in February at the camp because of withholding of medicines 
available or hospital ^facilities available (R’244) . .Kobayashi did not 
withhold any medicines that were' available (R,ig47). Col Gaskill knew. 

Lt.Ishizawa as being the' caniD commandant and Kobayashi was second in 
command as a Cadet, Officer. Capt Dean', a British prisoner of war, was 
the prisoner of war canto" leader* and complaints of the prisoners of war 
ware made :through hint. There were seven prisoner of. war officers, in 
this-.,camp .{R 255). Each prisoner of war -officer complained, to Lt 
.Ishizawa- .about: the lack' Of food-and- ' Col 'Gaskill, mctstly • complained to 
Lt IshizaWa through Kobayashi about the lack'of .medicine. (R 256), • 
Complaints were, also frequently made about inadequate living quarters 
and clothSpg apd - X-shizawa then ispued, paper tp patch over the. cracks - 
in the barracks ahd. about 10$ of . the - Red Cross .dlotHing "(R 257),' 

When comDlaihts’ r were made ,to'Ishizawa about the lack of. coal ,he answer¬ 
ed that coal was■ being issued according to: tHe Japanese Army-Supply 
Table (R 257), 'When co.mnlaints were? made'about-the Red.-Cross-clothing i 
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not being issued to the prisoners pf'war Ishizawa said, "It is the 
property of the Imperial Japanese Government,. -ft, is captured oropertyP. 
(R 2 57) Col Gaskill ; and Kobayashi worked'together very frequently, 
and Gaskill never observed Kobayashi beat a prisoner of war. or - strike 


one nor did, he evar.-.hearhof Kobayashi giving-an order to strike or 
beat a'prisdner of;.war-, R .2581.-- If.suqh had '.been' the . case Ga'skill 
would have heard, c? it (R 260),..When Ga'skill was treating Cox he w

hospital was ‘Composed of a 70-ypar old Japanese doctor; three assist.*- 
ahts, one pharmacist/ twplve nurses',..one midwife, eleven student 
nurses, -five office workers and orderlies (R 288), They occupied four 
rooms in the hospital, ' Thcro was a stoye in the clinih'but not. in the 
sick wards which had a brazier. {R 284) Bofor.e the -pri'sonsrG of war 
ofime to this camp Ishizawa and Kobayashi had talked to him about' " 
prisdner of .war management''and he tol'd them he would .aid as much as 
nossible within,regulations pertaining to prisoners of war(R 285),. He

>■ .Defense witness Kazuo Ikeda, after being advised of his 
rights as a witness was' swprn . and testified that ho was'at', the Ho so kur a 
camp from-24 January 1945 ■ as in-tendance : probationary officer which job 
took care off the food, 'clothing, pay, buildings and furniture at the 
camp (R 331)Ishizawa's'instructions in preference to treatment 6f 
the 1 prispnqrs of war-was to treat them kindly and riot allow, them to 
come'into .contact with Japanese or Korean laborers (R 332).- These in¬ 
structions' were given hv Ishizawa at two mootings, one- Held at the 
camp-and one held at the mine, and l3hizawa never, authorized the mal¬ 
treatment of prisoners of war; (R, 332'). The'staple foods given' bo- the 
•prisoners of war were-rice, barley, wheat,; 'soy beans,.- and sorghum-,.-‘ 
ffeat., fish,, and. vegetables were served to the prisoners of war as side 
dishes (R 332). There was no difference in-, the amount of food allotted 
to the prisoners of war and that allotted to the Japanese (R 332). It 
was very difficult: to get meat (R 333). There was no meat issued to 
the camp in February and 200 kilos were issued in March. The witness 
left the camp- in April (R 334), Of the meat, fish, and vegetables — • 
which were very difficult to obtain — the prisoners of war and Japaw 
■ nose personnel 'received the same amount'. The prisoner of war camp 
oould- no.t secure eggs or milk for tho 'prisoners of war (R 334). Whon 
■the -prison&rs tit -war arrived at this camp they were in'had shape physi¬ 
cally.- When;,t'hq Red Cross boxes containing food were .given t'o the 
nririonors of . war these boxes would not be previously opo'nod (R 335). 

On cross examination tho witness further testified that the opening of 
Red Cro-ss boxes was done in front of the prisoner.^ of.war. Those-boxes 
■"ere: opened to see that thev did not ccjhtain- any secret orders (R 335). 
The cigarette packages were removed arilf then loos’ri cigarettes were • 
distributed to the prisoners-of war winch was- all done ip. their pres¬ 
ence (R 336). Tho Red Cross ,boxes word stored in a warehouse to which 
Ota had t the'key,. Red Cross clothing was also stored in this warehouse 
and this clothing arrived at the .camp after 10 March 1,945 .(H 337). 

This clothing included Red Cross blankets which wore distributed to tho 
prisoners of war when the Rod Cross hox03 were distributed (R 338). 

The witness never saw any Japanese - personnel wearing Red Cross clothing 
at the camp (R '339), At the -meeting in the mine office when Ishizawa 
gave -instructions in reference to treatment of - prisoners of war the 
accused, civilian mine guards, were- not present (R 340).. Ishizawa's • 
instructions were that if a prisoner of war Violated a regulation he 
would be punished the same as a Japanese soldier which includes strik¬ 
ing (R 340)• 


Defense witness Denzaburo. Todo’, after being advised of 
his rights .as a witness, was sworn and testified that.ho was formerly, a. 
Superior Private in the Jaoanese Army assigned in the,latter part of 
January 1945 to Hosokura Prisoner of War damp as a/medical corpsman. 

Ho was at, the .camp when, the prisoners of. war arrived and they were all 
verv thin (R 341). The prisoners of war-brought one box of medicines 
with them as there-were none available at the campat that time (R 342) 
Kobayashi: was the Jaoanese medical officer and he went to the Sendai 
Army Hospital to get medicines for tho camp and the witness brought 
them back'(ft' 342). The prisoners of . war -were sent to work two. weeks 
after they arrived in camp,. - Drs - Gaskill- and Wilson examined all the 
prisoners of war-every t.e.n days. Ho camp hospital'medicine, medical - 
treatment or hospitalization was ever refused a prisoner of war • 
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About one-third or one-fourth of thp medicine requisition 3 to the 
Sendai Army Hospital were, filled {RjiMS).. Upon being cross-examined 
the .witness further testified"that ihi's main-job was doing microscopic 
studies but-as none were available in the camp he had' to borrow a 
microscope from tho. mine hospital (H 344 .). . 

Defense wltness -Gumpei Shimizu, after being" Advised "of 
■his rights as. a‘Witness-was sworn and testified that" he was a Japanese 
medical NCJO .at: the -Hoao'kUra Prisoner of-’Var Camp from 24January 1945 
to 2 June" 1945«...-When--he arrived at the camp there was no medicine 
-available and he asked ifedical Officer Kobayashi -to’ feet some- from the 
Sendai Army hospital .(fl-.34®0» ««'The :prisoners of. Mr .brought their, .own 
medacines .with them ; and Urs ^Uaakll], and Wilson--were- allowed ’’to-" "freely 
use-them (R- 346), Saab g’.udce’Ssive-requisition fo.r medicines veas- fill¬ 
ed l-e.as • and less by the-Sendai-Army" Hospital (R.' - 346). Kedic'al Officer 
Kobayashi and the witness-oh trips to . Tokyo brought ba-ck^medicines 
with thorn.. The witness iftequested vitamin tablets'many times but- these 
requisitions were 1 never filled. When the prisoners of war -arrived at 
.the camp -t'Mev were., .very thin. All available medicines, medical treat¬ 
ment and" hospitalization 1 -ware nevor denied the prisoners of. war and -” 
..Urs Gasklll and ;Wil- 3 on iCould go: into the-dispensary any time-to-obtain 
available medicine., Tho ‘Camp got ali mediGipe-that it possibly-could. 
A physical examination was made of" the prisoners pf'War before' they 
were sent" to-work by Drs .Kobayashi, Sonoda, Gaskiil. and Wilson.. ’ . 
Ishizawa"Was present • . . . . . 


• • • Defense witness Kajirb Akaiike, after being sworn, 
testified that he-worked for the 1 Mitsubishi .Mining-Co. at the Hos'okura 
Mine from January 1945. to" August 1-945 as aoting, chief .of the labor.- 
section.: "Before the prisoners of ! war arrived, ti)e -prisoner of war camp ■ 
staff.'met-at the mine for a conference. Present at this meeting were 
Ishizawa, tChonan, Ota,- ?oiwa, Shimizu;-Tods; Kobayashi ,'-6nd Ike da .from »'* 
the camp.- -There"were..pepre'sentatives from the pompany but the accused 
civilian guards were not present. Ishizawa- instructed all present on 
the prii.dner of war regulations Concerning their treatment, use as 
laborers’and sanitation. • The'main points were- tobtreafthe prisoners 
of 'war humanely and extend’to them the spirit of .love;’-fry to prevent - 
any accidents, tc increase 'the produdilon. by having as many prisonars- 
of war as possible work at the- mine,^prevent escape and’'fights among 
the'prisoners o-f w.ar; preVerit .sabotage,: prwvont contacts especially 
with .Korean 1-aborqrs, . student Js’ervice ‘workers, andwomon, to distribute 
the 'prisonCrsr of war equally oh various ; jobs-; give 1 safety:instructions, 
issue -glOVSa-y instruct prisoners 6 t war- in case of air balds, not to 
allow ..the prisoners of war to- us.c .JapahosC latrine’s or Japanese labor¬ 
ers.

1 (R 352-). .Those instructions were 
later .relayed, to the' company- employees' (-R 35?). '.BoforC the 1 prisoners 
of war arrived the-work sites, where" they would be worked were inspected 
by Lt Col Odashima and C.apt Nembto' (R 353'), ' It .was decided to use the 
prisoners of war qt the Nikanmo .instead 'of -the Kan.ten work" sito be-."* 
caus’d-.’it was safer .-.at- Nikanmg (R- 354),. The -prisoners of war worked- 
elght hours, which:-included one hour -fp'p, lunch and two 1 short, -rest! per¬ 
iods IP "the morning and;, the afternoon," .-Before they started J to"work at 
the mine thoy’Aere-fully instructed in the .particular, jobs. assigned to 
them <;R 354 )V.." Tho. witness. furthC-r' stated. that, in-his position as act¬ 
ing chief of the -labor abebibn he never rc.coi.Vsd any reports orcomf 
■Plaint-S'from the" prisbine.rs of war' that the working conditions- at the 
mines- wore ; dangerous nor .did h© dvor--receive; any-report from nine compa¬ 
ny employees that they had-'mistreated priaoTferS .of war’ {R 365). "The 
witness submitted extracts of the original mine company -records show-... 
trig: tho list of foods, and medicines- supplied-,by ..this.-company to tho 
camp, Defense’ Exhiblt' B, ,.-(R Vfc-g). On cross-examination 'tiiG witness 
ist.&te'd- that the- company; guards ’’.selected to", work with the prlsbners-of 
war ;were 'picked from;.the- employees already-working; wi th the company . 

(R ‘358) v ■ Whenthe-sS 'guards w.erc* picked-their former military- back¬ 
ground Was considered in.’.so^ thorn (K-358.1’. Chon these* guards 

were nicked •the'namaS',Were sent to; ishizawa : snd,,J 10 approved thom ; -(R 358)

These guards wore, instructed in their duties as guards by Ishizawa, 
the camp.commander (R 359). The camp commander had authority.to 
correct such guard If he did anything wrong (R 360). Iffa guard proved 
unsatisfactory Ishizawa could send him back to the company. (R 360)-.- ;! 

These guards Carried sticks about a meter long and one and one-half 
inch ■ in diameter (R 361), These sticks were to be used only to 5 prey 
vont escape and to break up any prisoner of war secret gatherings « 

(R 361). The regulations pertaining to the use of the stick were-:mimso» 
graphed and given .to the guards for their study-. When a request! for " 
supplies was submitted by the camp to the mine it was handled by the g 
witness'’ labor section .which fulfilled this request by buying on- the 1 
market '(R 368) , and the mine paid the expense. This .food was intendei| - 
for the use of the prisoners of v/ar but its distribution rested with- f 
the camp commander (R 368), On redirect/ examination' the witness 
stated that the prisoner, of war regulations regarding the hiring'of 
ci.yi.3 ian’.gUardaf came- from the Tokyo main camp, end in £hes6 same regu¬ 
lations i.f states, that if a guard is not diligent in his duty the em-. 
oloyer, - in this case the mine, was 'authorized to give the guard "severe 
bunishmont" (R 3:70. 

... . .. .. ..... The accused Nisa Tanifu.li,. after being fully advised of 
bis rights was 'sworn and testified as a witness in his. own behalf. He 
testified that he was forty-two years of age., married, had’four chil.dt 
ren and that he finished two and one-half years of primary-school ( 

(R 376). . He. formerly, served in' the Japanese Army and was discharged 
on 18 April 1939. He commenced work for the Mitsubishi Kino Company 
Ion Hosokura in May 1936 as a driller. He was employed at the Nikanme 
work site 6f the Mitsubishi Kj.ne as driller when the prisoners of war 
commenced, working thora. About ten or thirteen prisoners of war were 
assigned under hi-ir and after a period of instructing them as drillers 
he .then looked after them-as a company guard. He remembered three 
prisoners of war by their numbers. They were 58, 65, 849’ .(R 376)'. As 
a company guard he carried a stick about one meter long and about one 
and. one-half inch in diameter. He did nq.t carry a rfine .hammer (R 377). 
He did not know the names of the alleged-victims in Specifications 1 . . 
to 8 inclusive, wherein he is charged v/Slh-mistreating .them. He denied 
having kicked any nrisoner of war but did admit that ho once .slapped a’-- 
prisoner of-war (R 377). On one occasion in July he had a detail of ;>; 
prisoners.of.’war carrying cans of carbide to the mine. Three of the 
prisoners of war throw their cans into a ditch containing water- When 
Tanifuji. discovered this he slapped each of the three prisoners of war. 
one-time each (R 578). He-denied ever striking a prisoner of war with 
an iron bar-, with his fist, or with a mine hammer (R 378). Op cross- 
examination the accused stated that the time he slapped the three. * 
prisoners of war they were- inside the mine (R 380). When he reported 
to, the prisoner of war camp ih the morning-to escort the prisoners of 
war to work they were in formation and he,denied assisting in the 
checking of the prisoner of war lunch boxes (R 382). He denied 
striking John K. Samarripna mentioned in Specification 3, and he denies 
the statements made by..said alleged victim in-Exhibit 109 that "TOm"; - 
struck him’when he. found that part-of his (Samarrippa 1 s) lunch-had. al¬ 
ready been eaten. He denied striking Gerald Lee Anderson, .SpeclfieaT ’ J 
tion 5, because Anderson stood to watch Allied planes during-ian 'air.,- •" 
raid (R 382). He also denied striking James L, Haynes, Specification 
7, ,while Havnes wes holding timbers to reinforce the; tunnels as!he-h6d. 
ndthing to do with tiihboring.but was always in charge- of drillers 1 
(R. 382). • He also denied striking prisoner of war Ch-oate, Spec!flCation 
6, for making a remark before bowing to a Japanese idol whieh.'.the pris¬ 
oners of wan were required to do before entering the mine.. HCalso ’-u— 
denied throwing an, iron bar at prisoner of war Brantley, Specification 
4, .when - Brantley-refused to walk under a loose bolder in the mine shaft. 
He also denied striking said prisoner'of war with this iron --bar (K 384).’ 
He ’also- denied ever striking prisoner of war George Fox, Specification 
1 and-2,- on an occasion of passing evidence of .damage caused by Allied 
bombing (R 385)-. He remembered prisoners, of war Ha. 52, 65, and 249 
as being good drillers but upon having their names mentioned he did 
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not recall them by name (ft .385, 386). . : - 

, Accused HeIklchi Sato, after, being fully advised of his 

rights, was - siyorn and testified, as a sworn witness in his own behalf . ' 

He, testified that he was forty-seven years old, married and has three 
children and received two years of elementary school training, : He'had 
been in the Japanese- Army-and was discharged in 1959 (R 387). He 
first-started to work for the Mitsubishi Mines at Hosoku-ra from Februa^, 
ry 1927 and was working in these mines from January 1945 until'the end 
of the war. He worked in. the timbering Section.of the-mine and when 
the prisoners of war. commenced working there, -he was appointed-as a * - 
.company guard on about 28 January 1945 and continued in said capacity' 
until the end of the war with no additional'duties (R 388 : ). He'denied 
ever striking, any of the nr! sopors of war mentioned., in the. specifica-V 
tions. against him, but did admit striking three prisoners of War.- Ho 
struck one of the prisoners' o.f war for defeeatingiit the work site : ' 
he slapped him lightly with his open, hard (R 388).' - On another occa-' 

-sion, he struck a prisoner of .war,, but this was at the request of ten : 
other prisoners of war because this particular prisoner of war had 
stolen the .lunches of those other ten prisoners of war (R 388). He 
struck this offender by slapping him, and later in the evening he got 
eleven rice-balls from the company and gave them to the prisoners of, 
war ,(R 389), On the other occasion when, he struck a prisoner of war 
it was the same one and for the same reason as mentioned above (R 389). 

He, denied ever striking a prisoner of war with his fist, or with a jl 
stick, or with a mine hammer, or by kicking (R 389). He further tes¬ 
tified that when the prisoners of war approached the mine they were 
supposed to take off t-heir hats and bow to the Japanese idol and when 
a prisoner of war did not. take off his pat he would use the stick that' 
he carried to remove the prisoners of war cap, but he did not strike' 
the prisoner of war in removing the cap. He denied ever striking-a 
prisoner of war with a mine hammer (R 389), He' received instructions 
from the officials of the mining company in regard to treatment of 
prisoners, of war and these instructions were- to prevent escape of the 
prisoners of war and not allow them Jo go near dangerous places. He 
was told at a meeting held in the c||§fpa.ny conference room that a com-* 
pany guard could strike any offender^amongst the prisoners of war after 
letting the offender know his offenses (R 590), and making the offended 
. understand why he was being punished (R 390).- On cross-examination £he. 
accused further testified that he called for the prisoners of war at 
the camp in the morning, escorted them to the mine and escorted them-*'-- 
back to camp at night* He guarded the prisoners of war who pushed 
their ca.rs and who were assigned to transeortation. These prisons rs 
of war worked inside the mine* These, prisoners of war were given car¬ 
bide for their lamps and when they left the mines they were searched 
to see if they were taking any carbide with them (R 391). He denied 
carrying a’hammer, with him and denied striking Louis Curtis, Specifi¬ 
cation 10, with his hammer because Curtis was not working fast enough 
(R 392)• He also denied ever striking Seymour Hoffenberg, Specifica¬ 
tion 3, because he found carbide, in Hoffenberg's pocket (R 393)* He 
denied also ever striking any prisoners of war in the prisoner of war 
pamp (R.393), He also denied ever striking Samuel Gribble, Specifica¬ 
tion 8, with a- baileeen hammer when Gribble a-sked- him for more carbide . , 

(-R ; 393),* ■ He testified that when prisoners' of war were pushing theif 
cars and they became derailed the prisoners of war would not be 
nunished for these instances (R 394),* On such occasions the prisoners 
of war would have tb. put the cars back op the tracks and reload them 
and, he never struck them to expedite-their work (R 394). He does not 
recall Andres Ramos- (% 14*) who states, in Exhibit 102 that he was 
struck by the accused for stealing some lunch and had one of his teeth 
loosened* He admitted striking the prisoner of war for stealing the 
lunch; of. other prisoners of war b.ut not. so severely* as to loosen his 
.teeth (R 394), Accused, .S-ato, further testified that in the Specifica¬ 
tion wherein^he is charged with striking Nelson* and splitting his head 
it was not he who struck Nelson but one of the work supervisors. He 
also denied that he ever struck a prisoner.of war with a pick handle, 
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and that he ever used'a hammer .or pick while in the sni.no.. He further 
denied ever hitting. ; a orisoner'of war with a b,room between the eye.-s,-'Sj 
He further;testified that at the end of the war he gave a chicken- -to ' 
Sergeant Ota as a present to Jihe camp without obtaining the consent 
of the camp commander (R 414, 415). . ...... ,, ~ 


The accused,. Koshio Sasaki,- after being fully advised. 

Of his rights was sworn and testified as. a sworn witness in'his-own 
behalf. He testified that he was thirty-seven years old, married, had. 
two. children and was graduated from the higher. primary school. He 
was never in the Japanese Army,. He first started working for the ■ 
Witsubishi Kining Company v at. Hosokura-in January 1939 and worked there 
continuously.until after the war. . He first came in contact withithe ' 
prisoners of war at this mine in the first part of April 1945 when- 
five o.r six prisoners .of war worked, under him in the procurement - 
section (R 395) . The largest number of prisoners of war that worked • 

' under his supervision at any one time was six and he did not know the 
names or numbers of these prisoners of. war. He did not reoall the • 
names of the prisoners of war named in Specification .1 to 9 inclusive 
against hlm 0 . Ho'admitted Btrlkipgthree prisoners of war. One of the ’ 
prisoners of war that worked for him had dysentery and went to the. 
latrine .very-often but in most cases instead of going to. the latrine 
he would hide and rest so as not to be.on the job. The accused advis¬ 
ed this prisoner of war nn.-fc to continue this practice. The prisoner 
of war, however, persisted so the .accused tapped his shoulder a few 
times with his guard stick. On another occasion he caught a. prisoner 
o'f war pilfering rice sacks and'ho slapped this prisoner of war lightr 
ly. On another occasion when he was escorting prisoners of war back ! ' 
‘to camp who were carrying sacks of coal-he apprehended one who .dumped' 
half , of his sack of coal, whereupon the accused slapped him light,i>. ■ 
The' accused further testified that other than the times he admitted 
striking three prisoners of war he did not strike, slap*, beat, dr 
mistreat a prisoner of war (R 596). 'Ho denied aver striking a prison¬ 
er of w^.r with an iron bar and if it so stated in his questionnaire ■ - ■ 
(Ex ISO) It is. an error. Ho further testified that in hi? instru.c-' 
ticins, when he became, a company guartt he was told that if .a prisoner 
of war.'did not ob^y his order he couW slap the prisoner of war ac¬ 
cording .to the. Japanese Army custom (R 397). He also testified that 
if his questionnaire states, he beoame a company guard in February 1945, 
it is an error as he became a company guard in the eatly part of ApriJ. 
1945 , (R’397), On cross-examination he denied .ever striking any prig-, 
oner of war inside the camp. He denied ever striking Frank Perry, ••• 
the alleged victim in Snecification 1, with a pick handle and knockipg 
him Unconscious' (R 40'0), He also denied ever striking Arthur Maki,, 
Specification 9, to the. extent that blood flowed from cuts'Kaki re¬ 
ceived'(R 400). He also denied over striking Ernest Bales, Specifica- 
tion 3, when Bales took his shirt off while shoveling coal without ■■ 
asking the cermission of the accused (R 40l)j' He further stated, that ' 
he gave'cigarettes to the prisoners of war and also' salt and sgme 
miso paste and also allowed the prisoners of war to warm their--lunches 
.and, also boil the hot water for their tea (R 401).- 


Accused Yasushi Takasago, after being fully advised of 
his rights was sworn and testified as a sworn witness in his oyn' be¬ 
half.. He testified that'he' was twenty-eight years old,- single,. an.cL a 

g raduate from elementery school.. He entered the Japanese Army on'. 15 
ecember. 1.941 and.was medically discharged September 1943 with 'tliber- 
Culftslfi (R 403),. He was then hospitalized and was discharged fr-p.m. 
tbe 'hoscltal on 8 Kar'ch 1945.. He started to work with the Hosokura > 
Prisoner of War Cantp' on 22 March 1945. When he commenced, employment 
at the. mine he. worked as office assistant to Chonan until the end_.b,f 
Kay 1945 and from 1 Pay' 1’945 until the .middle of July. 194,5 -he .iftorke^-ir 
the camp Kitchen. . He cooked'for. the Japanese personnel and the prison¬ 
ers of war cooked, for the prisoners of war. After, the middle 9-f July 
he wo,rked under Sergeant Ota, taking care'of' the clothing., He left 
the camp two or three times a month- to get meat and vegetables for the 
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camp (R 404). While he worked- in the kitchen about nine- prisoners of 
war also worked there and he recalled only one by name. ’“lie.name ' 
wag Toni Rushalgki" . ,0pon being'shown the names .of the alleged vic-t _ 
tinis in Specifications 1 to 15 inclusive, he remembered only two .namea 
James Newell , and Chamberlin mentioned -in Specifications 5 and 6. He 
admitted that he.slapped James Newell«> He .slapped Newell about one 
or two t imes on - the; side of the face for breaking some window glass 
(R 4061. He .did not’strike him with sufficient force to knock him . to 
the ground.(R 407), and this incident took place'on 7 .August 1945.- - 

During the middle. Bart of June the prisoner of war kiiMhen chief in? - 
formed him that Chamberlin had stolen coal from the kitchen and when ’ 
the-accused requested Chamberlin to return the coal Chamberlin did .. 
not, so the accused slapped him once (K 407). ■ The accused admitted 
striking an. unknown prisoner'of war on .the forehead-with a. bamboo 
stick when he apprehended this prisoner of war attempting to pilfer 
food from the kitchen (R -407)-. ;The: accused also admitted' striking '' 
three barracks leaders with a bamboo'stick when they returned unclean 
mess buckets to the kitchen. The accused insisted on these-'clean mess 
buckets to prevent dysentery (R ,407).. .He struck each barracks leader 
once and he did-not strike them with such force as to break the skin ; ^ 
(R 408). On another occasion in June the accused admitted slapping'a 
prisoner of war for entering the bathroom with his shoes on. He , 
slapped him once. He algo admitted ordering another prisoner .of war- 
to carry a pan of-water for violating the same regulation about enter* 
ing a bathroom with shoos on. This pan was eight inches square with*'.; 
a four-inch depth. He denied ever making a prisoner of war carry a ' 
bucket of water.around with his hands extended holding the bucket in 
his arms. The accused denied striking, slapping,'or beating any' 
other prisoner of war. He also denied striking any.prisoner of war 
face wittl a bambo ° stick or with his fist or by kicking 
(R 408J,- On cross-examination the accused stated that possibly he 
started to work in the kitchen in the latter part of April and not'on 
the first of Iv.av as previously testified. Ho denied striking any 
prisoner of war with a bamboo stick with such force as to split the 
scalp of the' prisoner of war, as alleged in Specification 2 (R 410)» 

He further testified that ho was a "gSBzoku" which is a civilian in 
the employ of the Army and the pri30m>rg of war - wore required to salute 
gunzokus . On these occasions when prisoners of war failed to salute 
him he would grab their hands and put them near-their foreheads to show 
the prisoners of war how to salute. He advised the prisoners of war 
to salute and did not strike them (R 411).' When he required the pris¬ 
oner Of war to. hold a pan of water for entering the bathroom with his 
shoes on, he made him hold the pan of water with his arms extended 
for five, minutes (R 411). 


Accused Zonkichi Koiwa after being fully, warned of his 
rights was sworn and testified as.-a sworn witness in his own behalf. 

He testified that- he was thirty-four years of age, married and had 
t®o.children. He graduated from a commercial school. He was in the 1 
Japanese Army and reported to the Hosokura.camp on. 24 January 1945 
as a Lance Corporal. . At the: camp he was assigned to duty as^an inter¬ 
preter and.in charge of labor matters (8 415,^416). The prisoners of 
war were divided into the following work categories: In February 
class A; in Kerch A, B; in April and Kay A,B, C; in-June and July A, 
o, C, Dj. in August- A, B, G, .D, E, F.. A-class prisoners of war worked 
ir the mining section as drillers, . timbering laborers and transporta- 
tion laborers, B-class loaded cars, C-class repaired ail cars and 
mining tools. D-class prisoners of-war were defined as rest from hard ' 
work which me&nt them dug ditches, the main purpose being to keep them 
on the outside where .they would get plenty of sunshine. E-class were . 
patients who were given light duty and. F-class nrisoners of war were 
engaged in farming- (R 417), .The accused further testified that the ‘ 
work category of each prisoner of war was determined by the camp medi¬ 
cal department which was composed of- Kobayashi, -Col Caskill and Capt 
Ml son. After the medical department would: designate the work category 
of the prisoners of war it v/a's then the job.of the accused to separate 
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A-class prisoners; of. war into three sub-classes!;- A-l,. A-2, A-3. At 
the roll call in the morning accused testified that he never shifted 
a man from 2-elsss to C-class,. or from C to By, or from B to A,. Any 
changes, made nutting a prisoner of war from a low work class to a 
high work class were made by Kobayashi,, Col Gaskill and Capt Wilson 
and the prisoners of war were notified of these changes by the prison- 
er of war duty officer. He never sent any prisoner of war to work 
who was ill as this .was the Job of the medical department (R 419). 

The accused admitted striking British Prisoner of War Lawrence,. Specie, 
fication 1, because Lawrence while in charge of barracks number two 
was responsible for an illegal disposition in the daily ration.. The' 
accused was requested-by the senior prisoner of war officer.to reolaoe 
Lawrence by Wandel.‘ When the accused interrogated Lawrence he slapped 
Lawrence once., A week later Lawrence was renlaced by. Wandel. This 
took place about Kay 1945,, The accused did not slap Lawrence hard 
enough to cause him to lose any teeth, as he siapoed him lightly . 

(R 420). 
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Around;June 10, 1945, a large quantity of rice and sor* 
ghum was stolen from the food warehouse. The. accused called in Major. 
Parris, Lt Wandel, Capt Zimmerman and Kaj Dean and not Lt Lawrence as 
at that time Lt Lawrence was in tie isolation ward. This investiga¬ 
tion revealed that Drisoner of war Mo. 248 (Catlow) had made a key 
at the work site with which he gained entrance to the warehouse... When 
this matter was reported to the camp commandant the camp commandant 
ordered the accused to call all the prisoner of war officers and 
carry out responsibility punishment which consisted of slapping. The 
accused called the six prisoner of war officers and slapped them aftep 
which Ishizawa talked to them on their responsibility and the two med;? 
leal officers, Gaskill and Wilson were sent to the dispensary. The 
remaining four prisoners of war were then siapoed by the camp command¬ 
er Ishizawa and accused once each (R 420, 421). The accused remember¬ 
ed Padbury, Specification 3, but denied ever slapping, striking,, 
beating,'or mistreating Padbury. He also'remembered Portia, Specifi¬ 
cation 4, as the number four'group leader, who was an American Navy 
man but denied ever slaooing, beating, or mistreating him,. The ac- ' 
pused did not recall the names of HSjJrera, Specification 5,. or Gagnon, 
Specification 6 (R 421). He did not recall Flora,. Specification 7, 
hut slightly remembered Middleton as working as a shoemaker but denied 
ever slapping, ^eating,.or mistreating thi3 prisoner of war who worked 
as a shoemaker. He also denied- ever causing a prisoner of war to stand 
at attention for long periods of time or cause any prisoner of war to 
be beaten by other camp personnel. The accused did not recall BrsntTay, 
Specification 8, or Choate, Specification 9, He did recall Eathering- 
ton. Specification 10, and admitted slapping him once (R 422). While 
on a work detail Eatherington surreptitiously received twenty cigar¬ 
ettes from a Korean. When all the parties concerned were being Inves¬ 
tigated at the police station about this Incident Eatherington and the 
Korean started to fight and the accused stopped it, whereupon the ac¬ 
cused slapped Eatherington once. The Korean was sent to prison for 
three years and Eatherington received one week confinement of which 
he served only five daws, This incident was considered very important 
due to the Espionage Act (R 422). The accused remembered Medwick, 
Specification 11, but denied ever slapping him. He also remembered 
Middleton, Specification 12, and denied ever mistreating him. He did 
not recall the'names of Maggard or Hylton, .Specification 13. He remem¬ 
bered Crandell, Specification 4, but did hot beat or strike him. 

Around June while Crandell was in the guardhouse- Lt Wandel delivered 
some clothes there which Crandell stole. Upon discovering this theft 
Lt. Wandel and the accused questioned Crandell and during this question¬ 
ing Lt Wandel gave "-an uppercut" to Crandell, The clothes were later 
recovered. Other than the slappings to which the accused has admitted 
he did no-t slap, beat, or-mistreat any other prisoner of war (R 423). 

The accused further testified that while at Camp Hosokura he received 
two and one-half boxes of Red Cross parcels frbm Sergeant Ota who told 
him that they were gifts, from British officer.Capt Dean. He denied 
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ever misappropriating or converting p&rqonal property of any prisoner v v. 
of wap-.(^ 4247 * - On cposs-examinatiotx. the accused testif ied that there:, 
was never an' Occasion,when the number of .prisoners of war who fell out- 
at' the work Assembly in the various groups, that he felt it necessary 
to get additional prisoners of war of these-groups (R 428). , He never;- 
reclassified any of the. prisoners of war and put them in a mine group:.-; 
as that was the-'work of the medical ,section (R 428.) < The accused - . ' ■ 

further testified that if Col Gaskill in his affidavit states that ho, 
the accused, was arbitrarily putting, prisoners of war. in higher work 
categories the said statement by.Col Gaskill is false and that Col 
Gaskill never complained to him-that physically unfit prisoners .of 
war were being sent to work (R 430). The accused denied that there 
was any such thing as a definite quota.of prisoners of war that had to 
go to work in the mine (R 431). The accused further, stated that he 
visited the mine in the nature of inspection to see that the prisoners 
ofwar were observing safety regulations as contained, in pamphlets,. ... 
Which had been .distributed to them (R 435). 

Accused Ko 1 chi Ota, aftor being,fully advised of his 
rights, was sworn and testified as a sworn witness in his own behalf, 

He testified'that he was thirty-six years of age, was married apd has 
two. children. He was a Sergeant in the Japanese Army and on 24. Janua¬ 
ry 1945 was assigned to the . Hosokura Camp as a clerk in the, general • ' 
affairs section. One hundred, and fopty-two large-boxes each contain,- 
ing four-small boxes, a total of five hundred and sixty-eight, small . 
boxes were received at. this camp (R 443). They were Red Cross pareels. 

In the latter part of March two hundred and sixty-eight of these boxo3' 
were issued to the prisoners of war. Between 30 March and 4 April 
Japanese camp officials received ten of these parcels„which was sub¬ 
sequent to that time when the prisoners of war received their parcels. 

The second distribution, of the Red Cross parcels to the prisoners,.of 
war .was made between 5 April and 10 April at which time two hundred an; 
sixty parcels ,v;ere distributed, and on 14 May the Japanese received 
seventeen of these parcels (R 444), Of the parcels remaining ten box¬ 
es were sent to Col Gaskill .for distribution among the patients. Dur¬ 
ing the middle part of February thjigeamp received twenty-four overeoats 
twenty-four p'air 3 of-’.shoCernfid lata? in-the month seven bundles .of 
clothes were received at the camp. This all came from-the Tokyo 
Prisoner of War Main Camp (R 445). Witness was informed by his. super-, 
ior, Ike da, that these items were in custody as government property. 

These-bundles had Red Cross markings and. part of this clothing was, 
issued -to the prisoners of wa-r. None of these articles were used, by 
the Japanese. Forty blankets v/ere received at this camp which were.noj 
issued to the prisoners of.war nor to the Japanese, These.were not 
Red Cross Suoolte '3 (R 446).. When the Red Cross food parcels were ; 
opened prior to distribution to .the prisoners of war, they were opened 
in ..front of the prisoners of war. This was done following one, of the 
regulations in the Tokyo Prisoner of War Main Camp.. At the end of the 
war all the Rod Cross items which had not been distributed but were 
still in the warehouse wpre. turned over to the prisoners of war. The, 
accused further, testified that he did not know Padbury, Specification 
2 , ' During his entire stay at this camp he never mistreated, a prisoner 
-o-f war. but' slapped one prisoner of war wheb ho caught .him cutting up 
a mess kit, which was Japanese government property (R.447). The .pris-r 
oners of war frequently destroyed other items of Japanese government 
.. property such as shoes, blankets., pillow cases, and. pillows IP. 448)..; 

On cross-examination the accused denied having received fourteen...J\e.d 
Cross boxes, from Major Farris as stated by Major Farris. ,in his affi¬ 
davit to the effect that he left them with Ota safe. kePBin.S:5 .for , 
the use. o'f.J'purtee’n pr.ifl.onsr of. war. patients 4» the.h 09 pital.ln,- . . 

Sendai (r: 449). On recro.3s-cxamination Ota stated that he gave cigar- 
e.tt.es and food to one of the prisoners of war. He also gave some 
liquor to Capt Timmerman, the . Chaplain, tor co.le,brat.e .an pccasipn.(R .457). 

' Katsuo Ishizawa after being fully advised of his right; 
was sworn and testified as a-sworn witness in his own behalf. He 
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testified that he was thirty-two years of age and single. Between the. 

4th and 15th of December 1944 he received training as to the treatments' 
of prisonersof war at the Tokyb Prisoner of Wgr Main Camp and on 22 
January 1945 he. was assigned to Hosokura (R 461). His instructions were 
(!) to guard grisoners of war in•accordance with orders and regulations 
set forth in the Army; (2) not to allow prisoners of war to have ac- . 
cess to radio, newspapers, ap'd magazines; (s) take firm and. soldierly 
manner; (4) prevent 'escape., fifth column activities and strikes among , 
the prisoners of war; (5) have, the prisoners of war salute properly;', ;- 
(&) prevent the prisoners of, war to come into contact with Jaoanese,,. 
Koreans, and women .(7) prisoner of war. formations would be In accord- , 
ance with Japanese Army regulations arid customs. He reported for duty 
at the Hosokura camp.on the evening cf .24 Januarv 1945. Ikeda, Kobay- 
ashl,. Chonan, Ota, Shimizu, Koiwa> and Toda accompanied him. This i 
group comprised his military staff. Op 25 .January 1945 he had a confer 
ence with the representatives of the mine company and discussed with - 
them the points that he had learned from his training at the Tokyo i 
Main Camp (R 462). When he arrived at £he camp there was no.medical , 
supply, there. On the 25th and 26th of January blankets, eating uten-, 
alls., and other articles arrived at the camp for the prisoners of warj 
from the Tokyo Main Camp along with some boxes of medical supplies 
(R 465). Wheji the prisoners of-war arrived at this camp on the 28th 
of January 1945 they seemed rather tired (R 464), The accused re¬ 
called' prisoner of war Parris, Specification. 1 and 4, and testified ,. 
that he slapped Parris along with Wandel, Zimmerman, and Dean as he , 
held them responsible for the many thefts by the prisoners of war of 
food from- the warehouse. The accused did not order co-accused, Koiwa, 
to strike these prisoners of war and he never ordered any of his 
subordinates to', strike prisoners of war. He sometimes knowingly pen 
mitfted his subordinates to strike prisoners cf war under various ci'n 
oumstances. On one occasion in August 1945, Corporal Akai discovered 
stones instead of -Mca in the lunch box of prisoner of war Byrd, 
Specification .2. The accused saw Corporal Akai slap Byrd two or three 
times (R 465). The accused also slapped Byrd, Op another occasion 
when the accused saw a military guard unnecessarily slapping a prison¬ 
er of war the accused' -Stooped him (M|k> 5), The accused did not know; 
the name of Barger, Specification 1/Por Brown, Specif!cation 5, but' 
did remember the names of Lawrence, Specification 5; Padbury, Specifi¬ 
cation 6 ; and Wilson, Specification 7; but .he denied ever slapping, Jy . 
striking, be'atlng, or mistreating them (R 466). He recalled the .occa¬ 
sion in March 1945 when he returned to the camp after a party and 
found, on an inspection of number 3 barracks, many tilings scattered. 

With a broom he pushed all these articles off the table. On inspect-’ 
log the dispensary he found the same corditron and also pushed cups 
and spoons off the table. He found Wilson in the dispensary when he. 
should have been sleeping in number 3 barracks. The accused ordered 
Wi. 1 sen to return to his barracks but did not slap him. When he used 
the broom to sweep articles off the table he did not strike any prison¬ 
ers of war. The accused also denied ever having .struck Wilson. Op an 
occasion in April when he Inspected barracks' all the prisoners of war 
stood at attention and saluted .him except Herrera, Specification 8, 

The accused' ordered him to come down from his bunk and slapped him 
once as it. was a regulation that all ..prisoners of war would salute 
Japanese camp personnel (R 467). He did not recall Wyatt, Snecifica-' 
tion 9, and Williams, Specification 10, On one of his periodic in¬ 
spections of the barracks the accused admitted slapping one of the 
prisoners of war for assuming an "improper attitude". He did not re¬ 
call the names of Chandler, Specification 12;, or Davidson,. Specifics- • 
tion 13; or Donovan, Specification 14; or Harige, Specification 15 and 
16. He'recalled Hettager, Specification 17, as a prisoner of war who 
was moving while required'to stand at attention but the accused did 
not. strike him,' he "cautioned him (R 468 ), He remembered the name of 
Zimmerman, Specification 18 and 19, as not having his eves on him while 
saluting which he was required to do but the accused did not' strike 
him. He. did not. recall Shumaker, Specification 20, or Flora, Specifi¬ 
cation HI, The accused denied ever causing prisoners of war to strike 
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each other or slap each other at any time. He remembered the name 
of Breeze, Specification 0.’, but other than the slappin^s already .ad¬ 
mitted he never slapped any other prisoner of war nor. strike w'ith his, 
fist nor str.i.kO a prisoner of war with, a bamboo stick. He' used the 
bamboo stick to point out errors or corrections to the prisoners of 
war by touching them on the .hands with this stick, and he never ..kicked 
any prisoner, of war.,_(R 469). On one occasion upon'it being reported 
to him that. Farris, y/ho was an amoebic dysentery patient, had entered 
another barracks he pushed Farris' foot with.his. right foot (R 469),. .. . 

The accused further testified that he never saw Kobayashi strike a 
prisoner of war nor did a prisoner of war evor report to-him .that he .. 
had been struck by.Kobayashi, not did Kobayashi ever report to the 
accused that he had struck a prisoner of war or prisoners of war. Col 
Gaskill never reported to the accused that Kobayashi had ever struck a 
prisoner of war.' He thought that Kobayashi was an ordinary average 
doctor (R 470). During the time that Kobayashi was stationed at this': 
camp it was never reported to him (Ishizawa) by prisoners of war that 
Kobayashi had failed to furnish medical supplies or medical treatment 
nor did Col Gaskill ever report to the accused that.Kobayashi had re¬ 
fused to supply medical treatment or supplies to the prisoners of war, 

He.thought that Col Gaskill and Wilson were fine characters with 
a fine, medical ..background and ability and.he was very satisfied to 
have them -treat the prisoners of war. They were given free access to 
.the medicines of this camp to treat the prisoners of war, : (lol Gaskill 
or Kaj Wilson never reported to him that they thought Kobayashi was - 
.negligent in carrying out his duties and he as a layman could not de-., 

.termine whether Kobayashi was negligent or not as he did not inter¬ 
fere with the medical matters of this camp as he did.not have any 
.medical knowledge. - He; never personally saw Kobayashi send sick men. 
to work;and doctors Gaskill and Wilson never did report to him that 
sipk- men had been s ent to work .by Kobayashi (R 470) . , The • above was 
- testified.to in reference to Specifications 29a and 29j charging the 
accused with .command, responsibility.for the actions of Kobayashi as a 
member of his staff (R 470). The accused knows., Yasushi Takasago, the. 
co-accused but never saw him striko any prisoner of v/ar, not did any 
.prisoner of war. ever report to him .jpia.t he had been struck by Takasagp 
nor did doctors-Gaskill or-Wilson ever report to him that'prisoners of 
.was had suffered wounds as a result of being beaten by Takasago, nor 
did.Takasago 'himself ever report to the accused that ho had struck 
any prisoner of war. The accused was not made aware in any manner or 
through'.any means that Takasago had struck prisoners of war (R 471). 

The above wes given in answer to Specification 29k to 29z inclusive, 
wherein the. accused is. charged with command responsibility for the ac- 
.tions of Takasago, one of hi3 subordinatese The accused did not see 
Ota.strike any prisoner of ,war, nor was it evor reported to him by 
Ota or. others that Ota. had struck prisoners of v/ar (R 471). In answer 
,tp Specifications 29cc to - 29qq inclusiye, relating to the command 
responsibility of accused for the. actions of Koiwa, Ishizawa testified 
, that;he. never saw Koiwa strike any prisoner, of war nor did a prisoner 
..of war or Koiwa ever report to him that Koiwa had struck a prisoner .pf 
■ war. (R 4.71) , The, prisoners of war were free to make complaints If they 
desired by going first to the interpreter who would in turn rcpor.t/the 
.matter' to the accused- (R 471). The accused also testified that neither 
iFarris, Dean, Gaskill nor Wilson ever reported to him that, prisqnors o: 
war had beon struck b-y. any of his camp staff.. ’Takayama..(Specification 
-0-9rr) ■ wa s a military, guard, at this. camp, hut the accused .-never 
..Takayama strike, a prisoner of war. I-n Specifications 29 ss to . 2-9bpbb, 
which cover the acts of mine company, .employees, the accus.ed.. stated : 
that as camp commaqder he did not have the. authority to puni,sh a mine 
.company employee for mistreatment of a prisoner of war npr was jbt ever 
..reported to him that mine company employees had struck prisoners or 
war.. .The accused visited the work sites at the mine, two, pr.. three, time; 

. a-week and on these Inspection trips he never saw a.;.mine, company em¬ 
ployee strike a Drisoner of war (R 472). No .prisoner of war ever com¬ 
plained to him that he had been struck-br' mistreated by a mine company 
employee and Doctors Gaskill or Wilson never stated to him that they 
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had treated a prisoner of war because of injuries received by mistreat¬ 
ment at the mine. No camp?employee ever told him that a prisoner of ' 
viap had been mistreated at the mine and the accused' was-never made 
aware of the fact that a prisoner of war had been mistreated at the 
mine (K 473). The accused further testified that outside of the slap- 
pings he has admitted there were no other slappings-or beatings of anv' 
prisoner of war by himself. H e had two prisoners of war confined to 
the guardhouse. One fas Byrd, Specification' 22. On a lunch bo7 In- 
soectiotr stones were found in Byrd's lunch box.' The accused ordered 
him confined fqr five days and this order was given in front of Cap't : 
Dean, the prisoner of-war duty officer of the day -(R 473) . Prisoner 
of War Catlow was also conf ined to. the guardhouse for having illegally 
received twenty-cigarettes from a Korean. While a prisoner of war 
was confined in the guardhouse he received the.same food as that given 
to prisoners of war. According to Army regulations and depending upon 
the degree of the offense, in-.an ordinary case an offender could re¬ 
ceive half rice ration with salt and water. The accused stated'that 
while he was camp commander he never ordered anyone to strike a prison¬ 
er of.war and he never ordered any prisoner of war to strike any other 
prisoner.of war_.nor did he orderany specific prisoner of - war to be 
struck by anyone nor did he order any prisoners of war in jail to-be' , 
struck by anyone. He informed his subordinates to. treat the prisoners 
of war-according to army regulations which do not call for slapping- 1 
but if slapping were done that was one of the Japanese Army customs 
and to slap was not in the form of punishment but was the only means 
that could be used. If could not be helped (R 474). It was his under¬ 
standing that a company guard could use the stick whenever the guard 
fleemed it necessarv without receiving any order from higher authority 
a.s this use of -the stick was defined in the regulations covering com- 
pany guards. On this understanding he thus did not instruct either 
camp personnel or company guards that they were not to slap prisoners 
of war as this was a.Japanese custom and not forbidden specifically 
by the main camp commander (R 474)* He, as camp commander, always 
saw to it that- the prisoners of war received the amount of staple 
foods as described in the various regulations pertaining to feeding of 
prisoners of war (R475), He was not aWe to always procure e.nough 
food for side dishes as he olanned (R 475). He planned to receive 
food for side dishes from the Sendai Division Intendence Unit-, by¬ 
sending camp employees to purchase - in • the open market .and to receive 
food from the company. Even tho he tried these three means these 
plans could not be fulfilled. He could not procure any.milk or eggs. 

He tried to have food raised in a camp garden but the war ended before 
it could be thoroughly cultivated. The Japanese Army furnished the 
prisoners of war with summer clothing and the-mine comnany furnished, 
working clothing for the prisoners of war. The prisoners of war also' 
received the amount of fuel each day for each stove in the barracks as ' 
provided by regulations which was the same amount as that given to th& 
local infantry units or other units (R 476). The prisoner of war camp 
received its medicines from the Sendai First Army Hospital, from the 
Tokyo and Sendai Main Camp, and from the civilian pharmacies. When ') 
the accused arrived at this camp there were no medicines and the ac- ; 
cused did his best to get the necessary medicines for this camp (R‘ 470) f 
No prisoner of war was ever denied the'right to see the doctors at this? 
camp* and the accused never ordered Doctors Kobayashi,- Gaskill, or 
Wilson, not to treat prisoners of war. No .prisoner of war was ever de~ ~ 
nied the use of the camp hospital (R 479). The accused examined the * 
working conditions of the prisoners of war at the mine and was assured 
by the company officials that they were healthy and safe (R 479). 

Medical Officers Gaskill, W.ilson and Kobayashi determined whether, or 
nor a prisoner of war was able to go to work (R 480). The Red Cross 
parcels which/the. accused and other Japanese personnel, in the camp 're¬ 
ceived were given to them by the prisoners of -war as gifts (R 480). 

.In the latter" part -of March ten prisoners of war were hospitalized in 
Shinagawa and the accused took the Red Cross parcels that were meant 
for them (R 481). No Red Cross clothing was issued to the prisoners 
as it was thought best to economize as It was .expected more prisoners 
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.of war would be -received at- this camp .(H 432). The ; accused was con¬ 
fined. In SugUino Prison oh. i8 November 1945 - (R-4d'3); Boon being 
cross-exam!,nod the accused' 'stj?.tod tha't the instructions he received ■ 
crior td coming to this camp said nothing about 'Whether 'it was permis- ■ 
iblp to 1 nf lic-t- 'cdrhoPal nUnishjnont On prisoners'of war when they vio-i. 
In'tbd regulations' or- otherv/ise did. anyth!ng- improper -He 'visa never. 

1 nfortoed about the 1 Geneva Convention applicable- to' pr! sonors. of war

The-accused was not 
required to- send. a certain, number of prisoners of war to work each 
day '(R'488), and ds camp c'oifiman'der it was his-privilege to excuse from 
work any prisoner of war '-naported by the ‘medical department as being- 
physieaily : unfit'to perform labor.
